UNREST AMONG ARTISANS. 

The trades-unions are everywhere moving 
for increase of pay and sborterbours. The 
ship-joiners of the Thames have succeeded in 
their demand for an increase of wages to 7 
shillingsa day. The Northumberland coal 
owpers have agreed on 4 advance. The 
laborers In the royal dockyard at Sheerness 
have passed resolutions calling for an in- 
crease of wages and urging somewhat 
reasonably, that the Government ought to set 
ab example to private employers of labor by 
paying a fair day’s wage for @ fair day’s work. 
The newspapers are still discuse- 
ing the effect of the vistory of 
the gas-stokers at Leeds. Attended as the 
strike was by determined violence on the 
part of the strikers, who set military and 
police alike at defiance, and at length com. 
pelled a large and prosperous city through its 
authorities to yield to their terms, it is the 
most portentious event in labor annals that 
bas ever ocourred in England. The Leeds 
City Council has been obliged to buy off for 
£5,000the claims of the men who were en- 
gaged to take the places of the strikers, and 
who were bired for several months, and all 
discharged at the demand of the latter when 
they returned to work at thelrown terms. 

THE POLICE STRIKE. 

The police force of the metropolitan dis- 
tricts shows no turtber signs of trouble, but 
the men are far from being contented,and the 
Government is endeavoring for this reason to 
basten the passage of the bill dealing with 
police superannuation. It is worthy of note 
as indicating the superior working of tocal as 
compared with imperia! control of the police 
thatthe police force of the city of London 
proper, which is under the direction of the 
Mayor ana Council, has not shown any sign of 
insubordination, and remained faithiul to 
duty throughout all the agitation. This force 
is entirely separate from imperial politics, 
the only authority of the Home Secretary be- 
ing to object to the candidate nominated in

There seems to be 
nothing absolutely probibitory of a reappor- 
tlonment this year, but it bas not been 
customary to pass the reapportionment act 
Until the second year after the census 
year. The last reapportionment acts were 
passed in 1862, 1872 and 1882, and it is probable 
that the work won't be done in any greater 
hurry this year than formeriy. The constitu- 
tion gives Congress very wide scope in deter- 
mining how many members the house shall be 
composed, with minimum limit ot one mem- 
ber to each State. The maximum limit is one 
Representative for every 10,000 yj5pulation. 
According to these limitations and consider- 
ing that we will bave forty-four States repre- 
sented in the next House, and that the cen- 
sus will show a population of about 
sixty-five millions Congress might decide nat 


thing from forty-four to 65,000 members. 

The tendency. however, is not to decrease 
the membership of the House. For the pros- 
ent House to vote, for instance, that Maine, 
which has four members in the Present House 
should have only twointhe next would mean 
that the present House would vote two Maine 


members out of office. The combination of 
selfishuess aud fellow-feeling is generally 
strong enoughto prevent much of that kirad 
of work. The Maine members could not be 
expected to vote forsuch a change, and they 
would have probably enough sympathizers to 
defeat such a proposition. 

The present House bas 330 members and the 
— one is liable to have close on to 400 mem 

ers. 

In case of an increased delegation, the ad- 
ditional members were to be elected by the 
State at large, and in case of a decrease the 
entire delevation was to be elected by the 
State at large. The new reapportionment act 
soon to be passed will of course, contain the 
same provisions. Congress, while it bas al- 
most carte blanche to determine the 
agaregate representations must not discrimi- 
mate between the States, but must give the 
game rates of representation to all, that is to 
say, equal population in South Carolina and 
Massachusetts must be allowed equal repre- 
sentation in the House. 

The fourteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion aeyes: **KRepresentatives shall be 
apportioned among the several States 
according to their respective num- 
bers, counting the whole number of 
persons in ench State, excinding Indians 
mot taxed.’’ The same amendment, however. 
adds that when the right to vote is denied to 
any class of citizens in any of the States the 
representation of that State inthe House of 
Representatives shall be reduced in propor- 
tion. The same principle is reiterated in the 
sixth section of the reapportionment act of

WAsHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—The action 
taken by Secretary Proctor the other day in 
causing arefund of the fees collected from 
600 or 700 clerks by Chief Clerk Tweedale of 


the War Department, islikely to result ina 
genervl revolt against the swearing habit in 
the Department. It will be remembered that 
700 clorks were transferred from one branch 
ofthe War Department to another by the 
legisiative, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion billand that CUnief Clerk Tweedale as 
a notary public gave about two 
minutes of his time in administering 
the oath of office tothe clerks en masse, for 
which he took 6 cents a piece from them. 
When Secretary Proctor heard of it he de- 
nounced the whole proceedings and had the 
Toes refunded. 

There wee no necessity for the swearing, 
and there le no necessity for one-tenth the 
Swearing that is imposed upon the employes 
ofthe Government by men like Chief Clerk 
Tweedale, who hold commissions as notaries 
public, Sincethe organization of the Goy- 
ernment it bas been the practice for every 
one upon assuining an office from 
the highest to the lowest to 
take an oath of allegiance and it has equally 
been the custom for som one connected with 
@ach department to exercise his notorial 
functions for the benefit of his own pocket. 

The late Judge Laurenson for nearly half a 
century administered the oath to employes of 
the Post-ofice Department, and many was the 
quarter that went into his pocket during his 
long service. But the practice has fallen on 
evil times and the clerk, with his 
notarial seal, promises to become A 
reminiscence. The practice in question is an 
universal one and those who are 
fortunate enough to hold notarys’ commis- 
sion, defend it on the R that it is 
proper and an accommodation to ‘the clerks 
who otherwise would have to go outside the 
office to take the oath. 

It seems, however, that it is carried a little 
too far, for not only isthe oath administered 
to every new appointee, but he goes throuch 
the sau performance each time he receives 
& promotion or is transferred, so thatthe 
average departinent clerk who has been any 
length of time in the service, is usually a 
pretty well sworn man.

His vote, 
joined to the votes of the two Democratic 
members of the committee, blocks the way, 
and unless he is prevailed upon in some way 
to chanye his position no subsidy dil will go 
through the House at this session.

An amendment to 
add to the appropriation for artificial limbs, 
the worde: And in case of commutation, 
the money will be paid directly to 
the soldier, sallor or marine, and 
no fee or compensation shall be allowed or 
paid to any agent or attorney, was made the 
text of a statement dy Mr. Cockrell, tothe 
effect that it bas been the practice of the va- 
rious departments of the Government not to 
inform creditors of the fact that moneys were 
due them, that that practice hae encouraged 
the increase of claim agents who find out, 
probably from department clerks, the names 
of persons and send circulars to them 
offering to collect ths amount due in 
consideration of a certain percentage, and 
that that has been the casein regard to com- 
mutation for artificial limbs. One of these 
firme had appealed to the Secretary of War 
against the action of the Surgeon General in 
interfering with the prosecution on their 
business. The amount ot the whole story is 
thatit wasthe business of the Government 
whenever ite records showan indebtedness 
to any person, to hunt that person up and pay 
him., Aftersome discussion the amendment 
was agreed to,

The House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—The House 
continued to-day the discussion of the orig- 
inal package bill. 

Mr. Thompson of Ohio, said he regarded the 


proposed law as a simple exercise of the 
power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce, not as 1 delegation of that power. 

Mr. Lebibach of New Jersey said that, owing 
to increase of liquor traffic, intemperance 
was declining. The people of the United 
States were opposed to intemperance, but 
they did not think prohibition and local op- 
tion was inthe Interest of true temperance. 
He favored the Adams substitute. Ihe way 
for the people of hansas and lowa to get rid 
of original packages was not to patronize 
them. Mr. Lanham of Texas opposed the bill 
on constitutional grounds. 

Mr. Hayes ot Iowa opposed the bill. He 
said he preferred a little personal Ilberty toa 
good deal of sentimental States rights. 

Mr. Stewart of Vermont said that as a 
States rights man he favored the proposed 
legislation. He preferred the Senate bill. Mr. 
Caswellof Wisconsin favored the House bill 
because it met the Whole question. 

Mr. Sawyer of New York also favored the 
House measure. 

Mr. Oates of Alabama advocated the House 
bili, which he said simply gave effect toa 
clause of the constitution. 

Mr. Perkins of Kansas said the proposed 
legisiation was plainly apparent. He suggested 
that it was comstiutional. He favored the 
Senate bill. 

Mr. Mason of Iliinois protested egainst the 
House substitute. The Senate bill he said 
attempted to deal vith a great moral ques- 
tion. The House ll would destroy commer- 
cial life among the States. 

Mr. Cutcbeon of Michigan advocated the 
passage of the Senate bill on the ground that 
the House should makethe law that could be 
made most rapidly, 

Pending further debate, the House at 5 
o’clock took recess till 8 o’clock, the evening 
session for debate only. 

At the evening session, Mr. Allen of Michi- 
gan presided as Speaker protem. The House 
was addressed by Messrs. J. D. Taylor of 
Ohio, Struble, Pickles, McRae, Doliiver, 
Boutelle, La Follette, Kinsey, Sweeney, 
Dingiey, Funston, Millkken, Dunnell, Thomas, 
Hill, Cheadie,Owen of Indiana and Comstock, 
The House then, at 10:30 p. m., adjourned. 


THE RICE INQUEST, 


George Rice Held Kerponsible for His 


Brother’s Death. 


Testimony of a decidedly criminating nature 
was given at the Coroner’s office yesterday 
afternoon at the inquest in the case of Thomas 
Rice, the young stove moider who was killed 
in a family Oghtat hishomeon Warne avenue, 
Thursday evening. Tbe elder brother, George 


Rice, was arrested at the time, and on the 
death of the injured man Friday morning was 
forwarded tothe Four Courts, to be held to 
await the result of an officiai investigation. 

There is now but little doubt that George 
Rice will be charged with wilful murder. 
When seen in his cell soon after being in- 
formed of his brother’s death, the prisoner 
made a statement to the effect that the de- 
ceased was intoxicated ard bad provoked 
him first by the use of taunting language and 
aiterwards by an attempt at violence to his 
person. He insisted that he iad used nothing 
but his fists in the fight which followed, but 
told how the man Verdin bad come up and 
rained biows with aclubd on both himself and 
his vrother. 

The evidence submitted yerterday directly 
refutes these statements, From the testi- 
mony taken it appears that the prisoner, 
George, had been drinking censiderable beer 
and had also abused his sister. When Tom 
took him to task for his condictshe made an 
attack on his brother, who threW him tothe 


ground. The younger brother, John, ran to 
a neighbor’s to get assistance in separating 
the combatants. When he returned with the 
man, Verdin, and several others George was 
highly enraged and gave w his fight with 
Tom in order to run toward me gate, where 
the neighbors had assembied,with the avowed 
intention of ‘‘whipping ever man in the 
crowd. Tom tried to pull bm back ana was 
by George struck over the head with a heavy 
piece of wood. Verdin then pitched in, and 
while the neighbors were takiig Tom into the 
house proceeded to sadministe: to George the 
sound thrashing which he tiought he well 
deserved. eS 

The younger brother, John corroborated 
this testimony by Verdin, as dia in part a 
number of the neighbors. In addition, how- 
ever, John shieided his unforunate brother 
as much as possible by stati that George 
had appeared insane for *everd months. The 
jury found that the decéaset cdme to his 
death from the effect of a racture of the 
skull, said fracture being inficted by a blow 
from a ciub in the bands d the brother 
George Rice. A warrant in the case wili 
probably be issued some time t- merrow,

MENACE TO LIBERTY 
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A Concise Statement of the Mean- 
ing of the Force Bill. 


A Mighty Argument Against A 
Most Dangerous Measure. 


Every Patriotic Newspaper Should See to It 
That Its Readers Fully Appreciate the 
Intent of This Blew at Free Institutions 
—ItIs Nothing Less Than the Desperate 
Attempt ef Desperate Men, by Central 
izing Power and Establishing Life Posi- 
tions, to Perp-tuate Minority KRule—Let 
the People Once Kaow the Full Truth 
andthe Iniquitous Bill Will Be Swept 
From the Face of This Free Land by «a 
Storm of Righteous Indignaticn. 


From the New York WORLD of July 17. 

The Federal elections bill gives to Repudli- 
can Federal officers the control of all elec- 
tions. It takes from the States the substance 
of the right reserved in the Oonstitution, to 
determine and judge of the qualifications of 
voters. It isa partisan measure, and the as- 
sertion tbat itis to secure full and free elec- 
tions Is mere pretense. How intensely parti- 
san it is is shown by the fact that the bill pro- 
vides that it shall go into operation atthe 
coming fall election. The chief Supervisors 
are to be appointed for life, and as the elec- 
toral machinery is put into thelr bands, it 
will be for years under the control of Repud- 
lican partisans, no matter what may be the 
character of the administration. 

THE MOTIVE OF THE BILL. 

The motive of the bill is therefore bad. It 
is intended to control at Washington the re- 
turn of Congressmen. The business of choos- 
ing their representatives is to be transferred 
from the people to the partisans of the Ad- 
ministration, For hundreds of years ali 
elections to English-speaking parliaments 
have been conducted bythe officers of the 
locality where the voting has taken place. In 
England the writ for an election is received 
by the Sheriff of the county, and the proceed- 
ings are in charge of the returning officers of 
the counties and boroughs. The statutes 
regulating the procedure date back to the 
reign of Henry VI. 

So firmiy fixed is the traditionary right of 
the people of the locality to conduct their 
own elections, that only a year ago Mr. Row- 
ell, the Republican author of the worst 
features of the pending bill, complained dit- 
terly. in the contested election case of Smalis 
and Elliott, that the election officer of South 
Carolina are appointed by the Governor. Now 
it is intended by this man and his party that 
the power shall come from a very much re- 
moter source—from Washington. The change 
is to be hastened, too, in order that it may be

THE FOUNDATION OF THE BILL. 

All Congressiona! legislation must find its 
warrant in the Constitution. There can be no 
difference of opinion in the proposition that 
the States alone have the right to declare who 
shall be voters. The only limitation upon 
this right is that suffrage shall not be denied 
to any one on the ground that he is a negro or 
wasasiave. Noone bas the right to vote for 
a Congressman unless he is a voter of the 
State. The Constitution says that the electors 
who shall vote for Representative in Con- 
gress ‘‘in each State shail have the 
qualifications requisite for electors 
of the most numerous branch of the 
State Legislature.’’ This means that 
every one who is permitted by the laws of the 
State to vote for members of Assembly may 
vote for members of Congress. As tbe voting 
is done under the laws of the State, State offi- 
cers have invariably conducted elections. It 
is now proposed that the State laws shall be 
administered by United States officers. The 
clause of the Constitution on which the 
makers of this new law depend is that which 
provides that Congress may make or alter the 
to 
prescribe concerning the ‘‘manner of holding 
elections.’’ This provision was adopted as a 
precautionary measure and in order to guard 
against a possible refusal of a State to provide 
for the election of Congressmen. 

It mav be added that if the United States 
officers have the power to take charge of 
elections for Representatives they may also 
enter the State Legisiature and supervise and 
superintend the choice of Senators, for the 
Constitution also gives to Congress the right 
to make or alter the regulations concerning 
the ‘‘manner of holding elections for Sena- 
tors. 

It having been, therefore, the immemoria) 
usage of the people of each locality to conduct 
their own elections, and it being also the 
right of the States to interpret their own laws, 
among them those which determine who shall 
vote for Congressmen, letus see how these 
immemorial usages and these rights of the 
State are affected by the Federal elections 
bill. 

The officer who isto be in charge of elec- 
tions is called the Chief Supervisor of Elec- 
tions. There is to be one for each judicial 
district. New York would have three—one in 
the city of New York, one tn Brooklyn and 
onein the central or western part of the 
State. He is a judicial officer, for he ile a 
United States Commissioner. He is to have 
charge of the Federal officers who are to be 
appointed to control elections. He is to ex- 
amine voters under Oath and to receive elec- 
tion returns. He is to bave charge of the 
deputy marshals appointed to assist him, and 
will have absolute power to order arrests. 

BILL APPLIES TO STATE ELECTIONS, 

The bill applies to State as well as to Federal 
elections. Its language is: ‘‘Elections at 
which Representatives or Delegates in Con- 
grees are voted for.’’ As is well known, 
Congressmen and State officers are voted for 
at the same elections. In this State they are 
voted for on the same ballot, and under our 
reformed baliot law there is only one ballot- 
box at each polling place. There are to be 
three supervisors, subordimate to the chief 
supervisor, two of whom shall be of the same 
political party, and there ;supervisors are to 
conduct the election. 


A partisan could appoint two sound Re- 


publicans and one Democrat who was a crip- 
ple or too Ii to be atthe polis, The bill pro- 
vides, in such a case, that all the duties shal! 
be performed bythe two remaining Super- 
visors. In other words, the two Republican 
Supervisors are to manage the election. 

All that these Supervisors do must affect the 
siection for State and local officers as well as 
Congress men.

Congressional! District.’’ 

In a Congressional district consisting of 
half a dozen counties, two Republican and 
four Democratic, the polis in the two Demo- 
cratio counties could be manned by Repub- 
lican supervisors who need not be residents 
ofthe counties, but might be brought from 
distant parte of the district. In the other 
counties the mach!nery of elections would be 
in the bands of local officers. ‘The bill, there- 
fore, ls a device by which the Republicans 
may manage all elections, no matter what 
may be the politics of a community. 

Arrangewents are made in the bill whereby 
local party committees may name the super- 
visors, so that the most serviceable party 
workers may be employed. This is effected by 
a provision authorizing persons to apply to 
the Chief Supervisor for appointments. 

Care is taken also that supervisors may be 
appointed on the very eve of an election, in 
order, doubtless, that if it be necessary com- 
plainte egalnst the character of the ap- 
pointees may be avoided. 

The Chiet Supervisor is permitted to name 
double the number of Supervisors that can be 
required in bis whole jadicial district. In 
this way the Republican party can pay an 
army of workers at the polls from the Federal 
Treasury. 

Supervisors may be transferred from one 
part of a Congressional District to another, 
so that the voters may have no acquaintance 
with the men who are ‘‘guarding, supervising 
and scrutinizing’’ their election. 

THE WORK Of THB *UPERVISORS. 

The existing law has permitted John I. 
Davenport and men like him to perpetrate 
many outrages, but itis inoffensive in com- 
parison with the present bill, It simply 
authorizes the Federal officers to oyersee the 
count of ballots and to formulate and forward 
their conclusions to be used as evidence. 

The new bill requires the supervisors to 
perform al! their duties, and besides— 

1. To challenge the right of any person to 
be registered, and to ‘‘require’’ of the State 
or local officer that he do not register the 
name or that he strike off the name ot any 
person already on the register. 

This is a distinct interference with State 
elections. There is only one registry list, and 
ifaperson’s name is stricken off he is 
thereby disqualified from voting for State 
The bill, therefore, permits these 
Federal officers to forbid citizens of a State to 
vote for their own local officers. A super- 
visor can thus affect even a town election. 

2. The supervisors are to have access to all 
books of registration, etc., for the purpose of 
making evidence for a contest. 

3. They are to make a bouse-to-house can- 
vass of persons registered in all cities having 
20,000 Inhabitants or upward. They may be 
accompanied by deputy marshals. In cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants or upwardthey areto 
make a thorough house-to house canvass five 
weeks before election. In other 
local registers aretobe given to Republican 
campaign workers to enable them to spy upon 
people to intimidate them as Davenport has 
done in New York, and tobring thelr own 
voters to the polls, The Republican cam- 
paign, State and National, isto be conducted 
at the expense of the General Government. 

4. The supervisors are authorized to ad- 
minister the Siate statutory oath if the local 
officers decline, and to examine persons offer- 


State law. 

If the State officers, obeying their own law, 
refuse to receive a proffered ballot the Fed- 
eral officers may first direct them to do so and 
then, on refusal, may themselves receive and 
deposit the ballot, 

As the law of this State requires the names 
of all candidates to be on one ballot, the force 
bill gives to Federal officers the power to re- 
eeive or reject votes for State, county and 
town officers. 

The law of this State is further infringed by 
the force bill because it requires the presence 
of the supervisors within the polling place. 
The reformed ballot law excludes all persons 
but the local election officers and watchers. 
This provision is one ot the most important 
features of the new law, for it keeps the work- 
ers away from the voters. It is intended by 
the Lodge bill that this safe-guard shall be 
broken down, and that, in the form of super- 
visors, Republican workers, paid by the Fed- 
eral Government, shall have access to the 
voter. 

The proposed secrecy of the new law Is also 
infringed because the supervisors are author- 
ized to accept rejected ballots, to write upon 
them the names ofthe voters offering them 
and to count them. Thus the Republican 


| supervisors may hold their own election, re- 


ceiving the votes of those found to be dis- 
qualified by State officers. All this will be 
done in oppositionto State laws, which re- 


| quire secrecy and a single ballot box, and it 


will affect thé result of State as well as Fed- 
eral elections. 

5. They are to have access to the court 
records of naturalization, and to make lists 
of papers and to inquire into the right of 
citizenship of the persons named. Special 
supervisors called ‘‘discreet’’ in the bill, are 
to be detailed to prevent fraudulent natarall- 
zation, What can be accomplished under 
this power was shown in thiscity by Daven- 
port in 1878, when be arrested many persons 
who were not tried, while 8,400 were kept 
away from the polls by intimidation and 
threats of arrest. The supervisors may use 
the Deputy Marshals and the army inthis 
nelarious work. 

The bill repeals or annuls all State laws that 
are opposed to it. 

It directs the manner in which all ballots 
shall ve counted. The supervisors are to take 
part in the count, As there is only one dallot 
in this State Federal officers would therefore 
countthe votes for State, county and town 
officers, 

If ballots for Congressman are found in the 
wrong box in States where there are more 
boxes than one, the chairman of the super- 
Visors shail take charge of them. 

THE BUARD OF CANVASSERS. 

The Board of Canvassers of the Cungres- 
sional vote is a body which makes the canvass 
for the United States. It is appointed by the 
Circult Judge, who is dragg into party 
politics by nearly every section ot this extra- 
ordinary bili. The board consists of three, 
only two of whem are of the same political 
party. If their certificate differs from that of 
the State officers thelr candidate is to be 
seated. If the opposing candidste appeal it 
must be to the Cireult Judge, who is eonse- 
quently @ returning officer. The decision of 
the Judge ls to be conclusive with the Clerk 
of the House. The arrangements for sount - 
ing in Republicans are almost perfect. 

PERMANENT LAW. 

The appropriations tor the payment of all 
the expenses of this Federal interference in 
State affairs, including the pay of chief super- 
Visor, supervisors and deputy marshals, are 
made permanent. This is anticipatory of the 
refuse! of a Democratic House to appropriate 
money for the execution of the law.

The supervisor may go into the voting booth 
with a voter to assist him in the preparation .

Under the present law juries are drawn by 
the Clerk of the Court and a Commissioner of 
another political party. The bill repeals thas 
law, which was intended to secure non- parti. 
san juries for the trial of political offenses, 
and provide that juries shall be drawn dy 
Commiesioners appointed by the Circiis 
Judge, who may all belong to the same party, 
Again the judiciary is dragged into party 
politics, and made subservient to campaigy 
managers. 

FEDERAL PUNISHMENT OF STATE OFFICERS. 

The bill provides for the punishment of 
State officers for violation of State laws and 
provides thatthe army and deputy marshals 
shall keep the peace. Thit is in direct con- 
travention of the instructions given to a 
United States Marshal by Mr. Evarts in 1868, 
when he was Attorney-General of the United 
States. Achief supervisor may also concen- 
trate the —— and the troops at any place 
where he muy allege that he expects a breach 
of the peace.

THE TELEGRAPHIC FIRE

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The Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment Suppresses Reports of 
Revenue Violations. 


Hxtensive Brewery Frauds in St. 
Louis and Elsewhere Dis- 
covered, But Ignored. 


Mysterious Remevals ef Agents Whe Have 
Reported the Violations te the Depart- 
ment—The Frauds Found Oat in St. 
Louis, New York, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
mati and Elsewhere—How the Gevern- 
ment Has Been Cheated Out ef Thou- 
sands of Dellars by the Use of Oversized 
Barrels in the Bottling Departments—An 
Article in the ‘‘Post-Dispatch’’ Stirs Up 
a Sensaticn in Official Circles. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.

country. The action ofthe Revenue Depart- 

ment since the discovery of these irregular!- 

ties bas been peculiar and the suggestive bints 

of subordinates and those familiar with 

the internal affairs of the office awaken the 

suspicion that it it could only be unearthed 

there is a sensation in that department which 

would attract the attention of the entire 

country. The authorities will go far enough 

to admit thatthe violations have been found 

out. They have been known to exist ever 

since April last, yet no attempt bas been made 

to stop them, and the guilty brewers bave 

not been called to account. This, together 

with the fact that the revenue agents who 

discovered the frauds have been promptly 

removed leads to the suspicion that there isa 
**nigger in the woodpile.’’ 

SYSTEMATICALLY CHEATED. 

The Government has been systematically 
cheated out ot thousands of dollars, but itis 
impossible to estimate even approximately 
the extent of the frauds. The method is sim- 
pile, though bold, and the fact thatthe vioila- 
tions have never been reported before, is 
ground for belief that they have either been 
begun within the last few months, or else the 
brewers succeeded in hushing themup. The 
fraud is all in the bottling department, but in 
that department it is tremendous. The sys- 
tem of bottling is such that itcould easily 


be carried on under the eye of a careless 
agent, but one who was prone to investigate 
with thoroughness would catch it with nis 
gauge in very short order. Ihe revenue laws 
require that beer shall be bottled from 
stamped packages in order to be sure the cor- 
Memountof tax is paid, and it is the uni- 
real custom to bottle from barrels. The 
Darre! is lea, bunged up and stamped; then 
the stamp is broken, the vung removed and 
the beer drawn into bottles. This seems like 
a useless formality, but it isthe only way the 
Government can protect its revenue, and it 
Was thought to be a sure way until St. Louls, 
the home of the whisky ring, discovered a 
way to beat it. The method ts this: 
HOW IT WAS WORKED HERE. 

A barrel should hold thirty-one gallons, 
but two St, Louis Drewers are known to have 
used forty-gailon barreis on which they paid 
the tax lor only a thirty-one galion barrel. 
This enabled them to sell their bottied beer at 
the retail price less the revenue on nine gul- 
lons, or 30 per cert, and cut in on rivals; or, 
to sell at the retail price and pocket the 
revenue on 80 per cent, either they chose. It is 
easy to see that the over-size of the 
barre! cut a large hole in the revenue, for the 
tax is $1 per barrel and the saving to the 
brewer was thirty cents on each forty gallons. 
In establishments where hundreds of gallons 
are bottied daily, this saving amounts to large 
sums and tbe Govermment has been a heavy 
loser. 

Revenue Agent Culbertson was the first to 
discover the fraud. While examining two 
breweries which lie south of Chouteau ave- 
nue in St. Louis, be noticed that the barrels 
from whith they bottied were unusually large 
and he measured them. To his surprise he 
found that they measured forty gallons. He 
looked atthe stampauand saw that i covered 
the revenue foronly a thirty-one galion bar. 
rel. He started a general §  investiga- 
tion, and without making known 
his discoveries he started for other 
breweries when he was suddenly ordered to 
Dubuque on an ordinary inspection tour. He 
had made no report of bis discoveries, but 
the POST-DISPATCH printed them, and when 
that reached Washington the formal request 
forareport was sent ont here. When Mr. 
Culberte.n returned he resumed his investi- 
gation intothe conduct of the other biew- 
eries, but he had hardly gotten into it when 
he was removed and ordered to Chicago. 
Agents W iliiame and McCoy were 
gent here. They have not resumed the 
investigation because they were wait- 
ing for the department in Washington 
to get on Agent Culberteon’s report and in- 
struct them accordingly. Mr. Wuilams has 
been kept inthe West much of his time, and 
Mr. McOUOoy, too, was soon removed to 
Chicago. The result isthat though the viola- 
tions have been discovered and reported to 
the department, no action bas been taken. 
No prosecutions have been begun, no effort 
has been made to collect the taxes thus 
evaded, and the removals of agents have been 
calculated to prevent any furthor Interruption 
of such practices. 

NOT CONFINED TO Sr. LOUIS. 

It is now known that these violations are 
mot confined io St. Louis. Similar ones bave 
been found in New York, Philadelphia and 
mearly every large city in the country, and 
the policy pursued by the department has 
been the same in every case. Kefore the New 
York agent could complete his investigation 
he was removed, the Philadelphia man 
was sent somewhere else and every 
agent who has repprted these frauds 
has been transferred 5 another post. The 
officers of the Int ai Revenue Department 
gay there was nos®ing unusual in these trans 
fers, but it strange that they all occurred 

ust 8 discovered the frauds.

than the revenue for a sixth paid for, the 
same ‘would be treated as two-sixths 
and double the revenue collected thereon. 
That is, in any case where there was excess 
furnished by the brewer the Government 
would charge them forthe higher denomina- 
tion than that upon which they intended pay- 
ment of revenue, Commissioner Mason said 
that there was no preconsidered arrangment 
to defraud the Government; that in all the 
cases the parties would be made to pay for 
their fun. All reports from agents, ths com- 
missioner said, had to be treated confidentially 
and that the removal of Agent Culbertson was 
in the regular order of things. 
WHY CULBERTSON WAS REMOVED. 

Bo the Phiiadeiphia agent had been de- 
tailed to New York and a New York man eise- 
where. The Commissioner was familiar with 
the matter. 

At the department it was intimated by one 
of the subordinates that Special Agent Cul- 
bertson was nut destined to discover the 
existence, of anotber 9 to defraud 
the Government even id it exist. 
It was impossible to learn of any action 
taken by the authorities, though they have 
been advised of the yiolations for three 
months, and all efforts to obtain from them 
an intimation of what would be done were 
futile. The intimation of the subordinate 
concerning Agent Culbertson is significant in 
view of the peculiar inactivity ot the Depart- 
ment and the secrecy with which this matter 
bas been treated, though the fact that the 
violations bad been committed was known. 


The Irregularities in St. Louis. 


The facts in the above dispatch concerning 
the character of the violations are the same 
as those contained in the article in the PostT- 
DISPATCH, which is referred to. It was 


printed while Mr. Culbertson was in Iowa, 
and when he returned he stated that 
the charges it contained were 
true, though he refused to give 
any further information, saying that nis duty 
wasto reportto Washington and Keep still 
when questioned by any one else. Collector 
Wenneher also confirmed the statements 
made, and further proof is found in Collector 
Wenneber’s office that the Department in 
Wasbington has been strangely inactiye. All 
transactions concerning the violation in St. 
Louis would be made through the Collectors 
office, so that office would be advised of any 
steps taken inthe matter. Repeated inqguir- 
jes made there since the publication inthe 
POST-DISPATCH three months ago have been 
met with the prompt anewer tnat not a word 
had been beard from Washington about the 
matter since Agent Cutbertson’s report was

Stirring Scenes and Incidents at the New 
Quarters—fmall Demoralization Ex- 
perienced by the Mercantile Exchange—

iK entire top floor 
ofthe building at the 
southwest corner of 
Canal street and 
Broadway, formerly

used as headquarters 
ofthe Western Union 
end Associated Press until the burned 
building is thoroughly repaired. Un- 
til about two years ago, when the 
two companies were consolidated, this upper 
floor had been occupied by the Baltimore & 
Ohto Telegraph Co. After tne Western Union 
acquired possession the wires and instrn- 
ments were gradualiy removed. The im- 
mense room was left entirely bare 
and everything down to the smallest de- 
alls had to be replaced. The work was 
begun before noon and carried on with won- 
derful energy and dispatch. Geo. W. Gar- 
diner was sent to the building to take charge 
of the work of reconstruction. He said yes- 
terday afternoon that he had found a large 
dynamo tn the cellar, where were also stored 
Separate parts of about fifty desks and 
other furniture, outof which the temporary 
office could be roughly furnished, Gaags of 
linemen were also setat work running wires 
into the top floor from the main lines under 
the Elevated road at Greenwich street and 
rom Third avenue. By 4:30 o’clock a switch- 
board capable of holding fifty wires had been 
put in position, and an hour later two cables 
containing fifty-four conductors were being 
connected with the switch. 
IN A TEERIBLE PLIGHT. 

The building at the corner of Broadway and 
Dey streets presents the appearance of a bee- 


hive. Asmallsrmy of workmen was engaged 
in repairing the damage done yesterday, 
Never before bas the Western Union Co. been 
confronted by such a condition. Not one of 
the 1,200 wires running into the building could 
be used. Tueir experience with the blizzard 
was bad enough, but nothing to com- 
pare with yesterday’s. ‘Then it was 
simply a question of repairing outside lines. 
The most important points ofthe system— 
switch-board, instruments and power were 
notaffected. The fire simply wiped these out 
ofexistence. Before the fre was out the im- 
mense energy of the corporation began to as 
sort itself. Offices were established all 
about the city. The great system worked 
without a central point. What measures 
were taken yesterday to relieve the sitation at 
thattime are already known. But with the 
going down of the sun these efforts did not 
end. The ceaseless energy kept men making 
almost superbuman efforts to restore affairsto 
their former shape. 

All througb the nighta force of men were 
busy cleaning the water and depris from the 
building. A force of fAfty linemen went

THE TALK OF THE DAY.

The interior of the structure took 
on the appearance of a bee bive. There were 
several hundred operators in the offices in 
the basement who had come to be assigned 
to different temporary stations throughout 
the city or at neighboring points, where a 
large amount of telegraphic business is being 
bandied. :

Signs of Recuperation. 


New Tonk, July 19.—The Mercantile Ex- 
change showed signs of recupcration this 
morning from the semi or total prostra- 
tion into which they were thrown by 
the telegraphie demoralization resulting from 
the fre. The Stock Exchange, of course, bad 
no recuperation to report, since it claimed 


not to have peen involved in the prostration. 
The individual members, the Assistant Secre- 
tary said this morning, might have lost some 
of their private papers, but the close of busi- 
ness yesterday showed that the transac- 
tions bad not been less forthe daythan they 
usually are at this time of the year. The con- 
solidated Exchange had greatly rallied this 
morning. The crowd on the floor and the 
briskness of sales were conspicuously greater 
than yesterday. 

Mr. Peters, Chairman, said: ‘*‘We received 
this morning our California and London ad- 
vices of yesterday, and are now abie to send 
and receive dispatches by the Western 
Union as well as the Postal Telegraph 
Co. We are therefore practically on our 
feet again, our only troubie being in the de- 
lay in the working of telegraph, the Western 
Union from its crippled facilities and accumu- 
lation of business, and the Postal from the 
extraordinary demands made upon it. It 
matters little to-day however, as Saturday is 
only a half day on bange, and by Monday it 
is expected that everything will bein shape 
again. 

The floor of the Produce Exchange pre- 
sented the liveliest contrast to its aspect of 
yesterday, and yet its telegraphic facilities 
have been little improved. The Western 
Union officein the pbuilding is still closed. 
Lester B. Howe, the superintendent, said to a 
reporter: We are getting none of our 
cables yet,because our wire was burned in the 
Western Union building. The cables arrive at 
No. 16 Broad street, but cannot be translated. 
The Western Union Co., however, has just 
sent to Baltimore for duplicates of our code, 
and by Monday they can be translated to us. 
We are posting no quotations from the West, 
as we are receiving none that are official. We 
are doimg a good local business for 
Saturday. The Cotton Exchange was 
in the same predicament as yes- 
terday, getting no dispatches whatever 
from the South. Atthe request of the New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange quotations were 


sent from the Exchange here via Birmingham, | 


Ala., the only way of reaching New Orleans 
by wire from here. Quotations from New 
Orleans were requested in return over the 
same telegraphic route, but for some reason 
they were not recewed. The Londorm cables 
were received as usual.

In 1843 he was in 
bicily engaged on the survey of Mouns 
Etna. At the close of the revolution 
ot 1848 he leftItalvand went to . do- 
voting himself to the pursuit of his ehosen 
science. In 1853, on recommendation of Geo. 
P. Marsh, he came to the United States with 
letters from prominent scientists which pro- 
cured for him a place on the United States 
coast survey. His ecientific work has 
included observations of comet and solar 
spots, many of which are yet unpublishbea. 
In his study of the sky for the mapping of the 
stars he has been first discoverer ‘of 
forty seven asteroids. Dr. Peters was 
widely known also on account of the 
famous star catalogue case, which was the 
Arst and only case of its kind evertried. 18 
was a suit brought by Dr. Peters against 
Charies A. Borst, and was for the purpose. of 
obtaining possession of a number Of star posi- 
tions whieh were ready to be published 
in catalogue, and which did not appear 
inany other works. Thesuit was tried in 
this city in February, 1889, and was decided in 
favor of the learned astronomer. The volume 
of manuscript was simply enormous. 

Borst was a graduate from Hamilton College 
in 1881, and was a great fuvorite of Dr. Peters 
on account of his interest in astronomy. |

OUISVILLE, Ky., 
July 193.—Another 
outbreak of the 
Smith-Messer feud 
is reported to-day 
from Knox County. 
The battle occurred 
Thursday evening at 
Hubbard’s mills, on 
Siikning Creek, one 
of the most lawless 
sections in this 
State. There was a political gathering there. 
Ihe candidates for the various county offices 
were advertised as speakers. Both the Smith 
and Messer factions were on hand, wearing 
their Winchesters and forty-fours. It is not 
known just how the trouble began, but 
about 3 o’ clock the shooting began, and when 
the smoke bad cleared away four men were 
found to have bitten the dust, while the rest 
bad scattered and disappeared. Eighteen 
men were arrested on the one side and about 
twenty-five onthe other. Those killed were 
two of the Mills’ boys, belonging to the Messer 
faction, and Bobb Urchett, and John Howard, 
belonging to the Smith crowd. More trouble 
is expected. 


To Capture Maj. Burke.

NeW ORLEANS, La., July 19.—The Louisiana 
Legislature at its session recently appropr'i- 
ated $15,000 as a reward for the capture of ex- 
State Treasurer Burke, now mining in Hon- 
duras. A gentiewan lately arrived from there 
says a number of detectives have gone to Hon- 
duras recently, presumably with the intention 


of kidnaping Maj. Burke and returning him 
to Louisiana inthe hope of securing the re- 
ward offered by the State. Maj Burke is 
aware of their mission and seems to be very 
much worried and nervous. The ex-treasurer 
is Very popular with the people of Honduras 
and his mining operations seem to be tairly 
successful. 

Maj. Burke is said to be suffering froma 
very severe case of nasal catarrh. The dis- 
ease bad greatly affected the outer surface of 
the right side of the organ, and was rapidly 
extending to the left side, sweliing the nose 
considerably. An operation has been per- 
formed, however, which it was hoped 
would check the ravages of the dis- 
ease.

Burke was compelled to close his nostrils by 
pressing together with his thumb and finger 
inorder to breathe. Maj. Burke’s heaith 
otherwise was reported as good. He never 
talks about his Louisiana trcublies, but fre- 
queptly expresses a desire to return to the 
United States. Cockerton, his old-time clerk 
and confidential agent, is with him.

They 
had learned that ‘hrasber would be 
at a negro dance in the mountains 
four miles from Woodéock, selling whisky. 
At midnight, the omcer renehed the place 
and concealed themseivyg® behind a fence. The 
dance was in progress. Soon two men came 
out the dark. They e towards the officers, 
who supposed one Bart Thasher. The 
officers drew guns a Ordered them to halt. 
Rube Morrison, one the men, obeyed, but 
the other, WI proved to 0 


John Thrasher, Bart’s father, had a 
shotgun and resisted. He and Patton 
grappled, andthe latter was overpowered. 
Justas Thrasher was about to shoot Patton 
Morgan shot and killed Thrasher. The in- 
mates of the house, among them Bart Thrash- 
er, then fled for tear of being killed by the 
dead man’s friends, the officers retreated to 
Woodstock. Morgan was not arrested. 


Ne Mere Vendettas in New Orleans. 


Fr Telegranh to the Posr- Derr. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., July 19.—Now, forthe 
first time in aquarter ofa century, New Or- 
leans has prospects of wiping out the Italian 
vendetta. For generagions back secret mur- 
ders have occurred whose mystery 


the police were never able to 
ferret. Witnesses alwavse knew nothing and 
even the victim would refuse to identify the 
assassin. Thesource ofthese outrages was 
the ‘*Stoppaghera’’ Society, with 300 mem 
bers, who would killany one who informed 
the police of their breaches of tue lav. This 
state of affairs culminated onthe night of 
May 5, when a party of seven Italian steam- 
ship loaders, riding down Esplanade street 
at midnizht were ambuscaded and fired upon, 
Three meu were riddied with slugs from shot- 
guns and barely escaped death. 

At firet the assailed party refused to dis- 
close the names of the ambuscaders, but 
they reconsidered and said that Joseph 
Provenzano, Peter Provenzano, Tony 
Pellagreni, Nick Guilio, Tony Granforcarro 
and Gaspario LambDardo were the guiity men. 
Ihese men they identified atthe time. There 
were two opposing factions lu the city, both 
stevedores, the Provenzanos and the Matran- 
gas. The former had enjoyed a moncpoly of 
the profitable business of unloading tropical 
fruits, but two years ago were succeeded by 
the Matrangas. The ambushed party were all 
of the Matrangas faction and Tony Matranga 
and Vincent Earuco were members of the vic- 
torious firm. 

In Louisiana, shooting with intent to mur- 
der while lying in walt is a capital offense. 
The six men were placed on trial 
on Tuesday last. The jury 
were given the case at midnight on Friday 
and at noon to-day returned a verdict of 
Kullty, without capital punishment, for all 
six accused. The trial was remarkable as the 
first in which the Italian witnesses freely tes- 
tified. The defense was an alibi. 

The effect of the verdict will be to send the 
six men to the penitentiary for life. It is pos- 
sible their adherents will now fali upon 
the men who testified against them and 
seek to wipe out the Matranga crowd. The 
spell is also broken onthe matter of testify- 
ing, and the police hope to convict the perpe- 
trators ot manya horrible Italian butchery 
which has up to now been a mystery. The 
case at hand is remarkable as being the first 
in the history of Oew Orleans where Italians 
were convicted on the testimony of their 
countrymen, 


A Baron’s Begus Checks,

brines to light more swindling on the part of 
Bertrand Katecher, allas Baron won Katscher,« 
who left here ten days ago after having been

He ciaims to be going to Cincinnati to marry a 
Miss Wiiite, who he said was a great heiress 
and the daughter of a prominent Cincin- 
natian. It is upon this claim that he was able 
to work bis bogus check system with such 
success. 

Before reaching Cincinnati he stopped in 
Louisville and gave bogus checks to several 
parties, most of whom fell victims to his 
scheme. Among them are the Louisuille Bank 
of Commerce for $20; Courier-Journal, $15; 
Palace Hotel, $50; Moore &Stark, 26. From 
that city he sent this dispatch to the Coal & 
Iron Bank, Middlesboroughb: 

Pia you $500. Pay check Moore & 
ark. 


Tne nextday he arrived in 
telegraphed the same bank: 


Am married. Will be back Tuesday with 
all necessary money. 

The Baron“ is neither married nor has 
he a cent of money of hie own. Ia Uincinnati 
he was successful in giving bogus checks for 
over $1,500, Including such parties as the 
Commercial Gazette, 8. Kubn & Sons, bankers, 
$300; Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., National 
Lafayette Bank and others. In Chicago the 
Daily Newsand others were caught for sums 
ranging from $25 to $300. 

Katecher is ashort man, rather stout, with 
black bair combing low down on forehead, 
pug nose «nd protruding lips. He is not a 
pretty object to look at, and speaks English 
with a strong foreign accent. He is an Aus- 
trian by birth, served as a sergeant in the 
Austrian Cavalry und claims the title of 
Baron. He traveled through his country as 
a pianist for a one-night town theatrical 
show. He bas but a poor education, and telis 
the most wonderous tales of himself as a 
soldier, loverand financier. Word has just 
been sent to police authorities in Chicago to 
arrest him.

MORE LIGHT THROWN ON THE MINERAL 
POINT MYSTERY:- 


Sixteen Men Injured in a New York Blast 
Furnace Explesion—A Former St. Louis 
Detective Hurt—Ground to Pieces in a 
Cement Mixer—Killed by a Self- Binder— 
Other Catastrophies.

DESoTO, Mo., July 19. 
B. DAY,a well-known 
citizen of Mineral 
Point, ten miles west 
of Bonne Terre, left 
his home on the 26th 
of June and has not 
been heard of since 
that time, although it 
was thought for a 
while that adead body 
which had been found 
under somewhat mysterious circunstances 
was thatof the missing man. He left his 
home on the 26th saving that he was going on 
a business trip, to the adjoining county. Fall- 
ing to return after several days, his family 
telegraphed to Bonne Terre, where his 
brother-in-law lived, and asearch was insti- 
tuted. 

A young man was found who had met Day 
on the line of the Mississippi & Bonne Terre 
Railway, who reported that ne had said he in- 
tended stopping at the house of a man named 
McCormack, but investigation at McCor- 
mack's proved that he had not been there. 
Sometime later his horse was found in tho 
neighborhood of the place where Day was last 
seen by anyone who knew him. 

On Friday of last week the body ot a man 
was found nearthe place where Day was last 
seen aad for awhile it was supposed to be the 
missing man, but it was afterwards learned 
that it was not. So far no cle to his wherea- 
bouts has been found. It is generally be- 


lieved that he has left the country. He wasa 
man of good, steady habits. 


A Blast Furnace Explosioa.

NEw YORK, July 19.—A blast furnace ex- 
ploded in Fifty-fifth street this afternoon and 
seriously Injured sixteen persons. One of 
them will certainly die aud two others will 


haveahard fight for their lives. The re- 
mulnder are expected to recover. Cassidy & 
Adler are the proprietors of a blast furnace 
at No. Kast Fifty-fifth street. 
They mauufacture cast-iron pipes. At 
2 o’ clock the furnace ad been 
filled with equal portions of scrap and pig 
iron and the blast was turned on. The iron at 
the bottom of the furnace became red and 
then white, and the workers tapped the fur- 
nace. The molten metal began running from 
the spiggot. Twenty men stood in line to 
catch it in large iron ladles. 

About a dozen ladies had been taken and 
emptied into the mould when suddenly there 
oume a terrific explusion followed by a burst 
of fame and a cloud of flying debris. A dozen 
men fell, and the remainder rushed in all 
directions to escape the shower of molten 
metal. There wasastrong odorofwas, and 
when the smoke and dust cleared away pros- 
trate farms were seen scattered on every 
side. Several were insensibie, and others 
groaned aloud, Threeorfour picked them- 
selves up, and were assisted to the open air 
by thelr more fortunate fellows. 

Peter Scollens was found right in the midst 
of a heap of burning debris and with molten 
iron scattered ail about him. He was con 
scious, but unable to move, and had to be 
dragged bodily from the flames and white hot 
metal. He was lu the greatest agony and 
called onthe men about him to pour coid 
water on him or kill him. 

Ambulance surgeons dressed the wounds of 
four men on the premises. Twelve others 
were taken to the Roosevelt Hospital, but 
only Scollens remained. Frederick Rosenkan 
of No. 443 West Fiftv-sixth street and Edward 
MoNally of No. 789 Eleventh avenue, who 
were severely burned about the body, were 
transferred to Beilevue Hospital, and the 
remainder, after having their wounds dressed 
at the hospital, were sent home with friends.

How $261,000 of Missouri’s 


Money Was Spent. 


The Gas Fixture Job at the Remodeling of the State Capitol Building 
at Jefferson City. 


Second-Hand Fixtures Now Adorn Missouri’s Capitol, but First-Class Prices 
Were Paid for Them—The Old Chandelier Over the Governor’s Head Cost 
the Treasury $200 More Than It Was Worth New—500 Per Cent Profit 
Is What A. Siegel Contented Himself With on Some Odds and Ends—A 
Batch of Handsome Accounts Duly Audited—Where Are the Bronze 
Statuettes and the Marble Clocks and the Jeweled Lamps Which Were 
Shipped to the State Officials?—‘‘A Bottle of Something Strong and a 
Package of Picture Cards” for a State Senator. 


The A. Biegel Gas-Gixture Co. of St. Louis | 


went into the hands of an assigneea few 
weeks ago and was only released by the 
courte a few days since. During the interval 
strange eyes sawthe books, strange fingers 
ran up the columns of figures on the margins 
of the ledger pages, and it was then that the 
BUNDAY Post-DispatTcu received a hint which 
led to an investigation and results which in- 
dicate that the State of Missour! has suffered 
from the loose management o: its finances. 

For one job of gas fitting it paid $7,208.62, 
60 per cent of which was overcharge on the 
prices of articles supplied and labor per- 
formed. 

Below will be found the evidence that work 
involving large sums of money was given out 
without inviting competitive bids; 

That the State paid as high as 500 per cent 
of this value for gas fittings and fixtures; 

That fittings which were included in the 
purchase price of fixtures were charged again 
as extras; 

That second-hand articles were supplied in- 
stead of new ones, and charged for at three 
and four times their original value; 

That fixtures which were unsuited to the 
building were placed there because no one ob- 
jected, and 

That articles which were charged and paid 
for cannot be found in the building. 


It requires no technical knowledge to dis- 
cover the overcharges in these accounts to 
find out that the State has been mulcted by 
carelessness in the expenditure of its money. 
The first bill in all the series is asampile of many 
of them, and shows how profitable this work 
was to the Seigel Gas Fixture Co. It reads as 


follows:

Now see what that bill ought to be. The 
Sstablished pricein the trade for rebronzing 
and cleansing chandeliers—that is, painting 
them with bronze paint—is Il an arm. Slegel 
charged $10 for a six-arm chandelier when be 
should have. charged but $6. For the $4 arm 
he should have charged $4 instead of $7. The 
Selle plates he bought at 25 cents a dozen, 
and he charged the State 25 cents each for 
them, or just 1200 per cent. The 

ortable, or drop light, was worth just $10 
nstead of $15 and a common shade should 
have gone with it. The fancy shade qas 
worth $1.50 instead of 34. And he charged for 
time oftwomen, three and oue- half days. 
This was to bronze and clean four chan- 
Geliers. The work could have easily been 
Gone in one day and % would have been a 
liberal charge. Thesefigures were furnished 
by the expertand are correct. According to 
them, Siegels bill should have been $28.65, 
In other words, he charged and col 
lected $50.35 more than the work should 
have cost. This is one of the 
smallest bills, and it is simnly given asa 
Sample. It shows che character of the charges 
and the proportion of overcharge in that 
Dill is just about the same as the proportion 
of overcharge on ail the work. 

The biggest grab in any one department 
was inthe House of Reprerentatives. There 
two forty-eight licht chandeliers, two four 
light standards on the Speaker’s desk and 


eighteen wall brackets, ali fitted for either gas | 
dependent cocks’’ 


or electricity were put up. The charges 
for this work are so outrageous that common 
justice will demand an investigation by the 
next Legisiature. Forthe two large chande- 
liers and the eighteen wall-brackéts $1,885 was 
charged. The chandeliers are worth, retail, 
just $200 each and the wall-brackets $20 each, 
making a total value for all of $760 or just 
$1,125 less than what was paid out of the State 

easury. The standards are worth $65 each, 
but the state paid 3120 for each 
them. They are not exceptionally 
bandeome and are singularly eimple for such 
a@price, and one wonders what there can be 
about them to cost even $65. In addition to 
these there isacharge for four four-pound 
gas and clectric brackets at $29.50. 

It hey are in the tiouse of Representa- 
tives Chamber they cannot be seen. Where 
they are is a mystery, but 8110 was charged 
for them and erlected, 

They may be locked In some committee 
room, buat they are not in the chamber. 
Where the chandelier pipes leave the ceiling 
are inverted hemispheres of perforated zine, 
which were made bere and can be bad at any 
time for $20 each. 
Goubled and $80 was coliceted for the iwo. 
The other charues are in proportion, A stop 
cock which is only worth 75 cents is charged 
at $2.25, and the lever tor it, which retaiis at 
50 cents, Cost the State $1.50. 

But one of the most exorbitant charges in 
this department was for labor. The bili rep- 
resents that it took twomen at $6 a day nine- 
teen and one-half daysto put up these two 
chandelicrs, eighteen wall brackets, two 
standards and four invisible brackets, when 
all they had to do was to screw the 
Uxtures to the pipes, which, with 
four exceptions, were airexdy in piace. One 
hundred feet of pipe was put in, which was 
done, or could be, in the haif day that was 
eharged for. 

The nineteen days were consumed, at a cost 
of * in screwing twenty-six Oxtures tothe 
wali. 

The slowest and most lucompetent work 
man could have done it in four days, or five at 
the outside. The charges for time in this bill 
are convincing. Aiter entering the two 48- 
light chandeliers and eighteen brackets, he 
charges, ‘‘Fourdays fitter and helper, put- 
ting up same, 326. Then comes the 
cbarge for the two standards on 
the speaker's dish, and it ie followed by this 
entry: ‘‘Oneday’s time, two men and help- 
ers, putting up same, 312. Then comes the 
item of four 4-light brackets and fittings, and 
this the entry: ‘‘One day fitter and helper 
22 on stop Cocks for p und chands, 

„ and last ot all this entry, twelve and 
one-haif days, utter and helper putting up 
Oxtures, No!“ He charges specificaily for 
each piece of work done, then adds on at the 
bottom « charge of twelve and one-half days’ 
time for putting up fixtures. 

Vet this bili, amounting to $2,472.53, was 
eppreved and neta solitary wbjection was 
raised. Nobody naked where the four four- 
2 brackets were; nobody asked the price 
of those very expensive fixtures; nobody in- 
qvired what that charge fo: iwrlive and one- 
half days’ time meant. Siegel made the 
charge and i! was approved. 

IN THER SENATE CHAMBER. 

The work in tne Senate chamber was all re- 
pairing and rebronzing, but the charges were 
— as high proportionafely and just as un- 
reasonabie as in the House of Kepresenatives, 
From the center of the chamber hangs an old- 
fasbioned bronze chandelier with twenty-four 
arms. It as in good order and was used 
constantiy without trouble. It had grown 
8 with time, and Siegel was told to bronze 
it. On bie bili appears this charge:

chandelier, as it stands to-day, is worth only 
$35, yet the Senate Committee paid Siegel 372 
for painting it. He aid the same work 
on six 2-lit. brackets and instead of 
charging $12, the entry is just double that 
amount, $24, and it was paid. For rebronzing 
and repairing. two five-light standards on the 
President’s desk he received $40. Had the 
woik been done by contract it would have 
cost bat $15. For regilding one three-light 
chandelier he received $8 when the price 
should have been $38. He received for this 
just a cool V more than he was entitled to. In 
the Senate chamber he rebronzed and re- 
paired fourteen fixtures, and he charges for 
six days’ time taking them down and putting 
them up. 

A few figures will show how Seigel's men 
worked ifthese figures are true. Six days, 
eight hours a day, would be equal to forty- 
eight working hours. In forty-eight hours

tures, or one every three and one- halt hours, 
when allthey had to do was to unscrew them 
and screw them on again. The work could be 
done easily in a day, and the men would then 
have had time to spare: 
IN THE GOVERNOR’S OFFICE. 

Probably the most brazen grab of all was in 
the Governor's office. Initis a twenty-four 
light chandelier, an awkwari, clumsy thing, 
without a particie of grace or beauty. A de- 
ecription of it may well precede the statement 
of its cost. ltis made of plain iron gas-pipe, 
over which is slipped brass tubing. ‘ihere 
are two circies of lights and around 
each is a band of brass, perfectly plain except 
that the top and bottom are cut like a saw- 
edge, and plain straight strips of polished 
brass connect the upper with the lower bands. 
A simpler or cheaper chandelier of its size 
could scarcely be constructed. 

It was a second-hand chandelier which 
hunt in tegel shop for years. 

The arms were formerly painted blue and red 
butatan expense of about $15 the painted 
coverings of the arms were removed and pol- 
ished brass tubing substituted 
then the whole, ugly 
brightened up. Siegel had 
and again to dispose of it cheaply but 
could not sell it, though he had more than 
once offered this identical fixture for sale at 


$50, and even atthat price he could not sell | 


it until he got an order for chandeliers from 
the State, and then he spent about $15 repair- 
ing it, put it in the Governor’s office aad 
charged $250 for It, 

SECOND-HAND CHANDELIERS. 

There isacharge lor labor in the Gover- 
nor’s office which out-Herods Herod. It is for 
eight days’ time, fitter and helper, at $% a day, 
for putting up four chandeliers. In other 
words it is claimed thatittoox two men two 
cayetoscrew each chandeiler to the wall. 
This bid was approved and paid by the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, which approved 
everything asked for. 

But to return to the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice, he charged $26 each for four 4-light chan- 
deliers. Only two were found, and they were 
worth but $20 each. 

Wo iwo-iig t chandeliers are charged at 
18 theyare net in the office. One six- 
light is charged at $75, when the retail price 
is but $60. And here comes proof that the 
overcharges were not carefully made alike in 
all cases,for while, according to the bDilis, 
it took two men eight days to 
put up four fixtures in the 
Governor's office, in the secretary of State’s 
oficetwomen put up seven fixtures in one 
anda hbaif days. Yetthe Committee on Appro- 

riatfone approved both these accounts and 
t seems to be in order for that committee to 
state whether it is on good terms with ite con- 
science, or perhaps, like a corporation, it Las 
none. 

WORKING OFF OLD STOCK. 

In the Auditor’s office it was the same case 

of overcharge in every instance. 


cent of the retail price was not charged and 
some charges were made twice. Four in- 


hose ofthe drop lights were charged atthe 
outrageous price of $2. This charge is made 
in plain figures. Thongh independent cocks, 
exactly like them, were put op the chande- 
liers in the Governor’s office, the southwest 
corner room on the second fioor, the second 
room from it and the southwest corner room 
and the invariable charge in every other case 
was but do cents. The members of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations need not be gas-fit- 
ters to discover discrepancies of this kind, 
yetthey passed these bilis and recommended 
that they be paid and they were paid. 

In the Treasurer’s office next door itisthe 
same old story. The fitter and helper put up 
three chandeliers and fiity-one feet of pipe, 
and yet the State is charged four days’ time. 
Next came charges for rebronzing and re- 
pairing. When it is remembered that all 
these brackets and chandeliers were in use at 
the time, itis manifest that they could not 
have needed much repairing, and after exam- 
ining the expert deciared that the regular 
trade price of $lan arm for chandeliers and 
$1. 50 for brackets wasamply sufficient. Yet 


instead of $7.50; for two 2-light chandliers, $6 
instead of $4, 

An excellent example of all the charges is 
found in the hall fittings. The four six-lighs 
chandeliers which sell at $5 each were solid at 
$45 each, and one three-light which could 
have been bought at retail for $16 was put in 
to the State as $46. There is a 
charge in the bil for ‘fone eyl- 
inder hall tight, 340, but there ls no 
such light in the halls, and Mr. Seigel’s ship- 
ping book does not show that any such light 
was shipped to the Capitol. It does show, 
however, that on February 25, 1859, there was 
shipped to ‘‘M. A. Fanning, Governor's pri- 
vate secretary. 1—No. 860 hall light—etched 
cylinder.’’ 

An examination of the ball fixtures reveals 
another of the short comings. They are not 
fixtures made for public buildings, nor can 
similar ones be found in any public bulld— 
ing in the country. They are 
lor fixtures, light, delicate 
made for small rooms instead of 
great halls, and 28 look sadly out of place 
there. Siegel had them instock and found a 
good chance to work them off, and into the 
cupitol they went without regard to appear- 
ance or fitness, and this work was accepted, 
approved and paid for at exorbitant rates. 

The last chandelier accounts may be given 
briefly in a summary. They include the 
chandeliers for the committee-rooms and 
those on the first floor were charged as fol- 
lows: One 4-light at $45, worth $35; 2 6 lights 
at $70, worth $60. Those on the second floor 
were charged as follows: Two licht at $24, 
worth $20) 2 4-light at $45, worth $35; 8 4-lignt 
at $48, worth $38; S4-light at $60, worth $50; 
1 G nent at $50, worth $40; 1 6-light at $75, 
worth $60; 4 6-light at $85, worth $65. For 
each of these chandeliers there was charged 
on account of oxtras. 

INEXCUSABLE OVERCHARGES. 

Running through all these bills are charges 
for portatles (drop lights),which were placed 
in the different offices, and in all cases are 
found inexcusable overcharges, which add 
tremendously tothe bill. ‘The portables are 
charged to the different offices in most cases, 
but there ie a charge for nine without specifi- 
cations nw to where they went 
or what was done with them. 
lu every instance the State has been out- 
rageously overcharged on the shades. A 
**portabie’’ means the standard, goose-neock, 
secket burner, chimney and shade, and ail 
these aor og! Oxtures are inciuded In the 
charge made for the portable by the Siege | 
Co. in ular trade and by every 
other gas fitting bouses in St. Louls, yet in 
many cases an overcharge has been made 
against the portable and an extra charge for 
the ehade.

First, then, it is necessary only to direct 
attention to the fact that the present mode of 
electing Senators was adopted not because it 
had any symmetrizing effect, but because it

ground—upon which the advocates of many 
various plans could stand together. These 
divergent opinions ranged all the way from 
the aristocratic or monarchical notion that

It cannot, therefore, be said that the adop- 
tion of this compromise mode was any part of 
a preconceived plan to make the system sym- 
metrical. Indeed, itis.dificult to see what 
relation any mode of electing United States 
Senators can have to the symmetry of our 
form of government, since whatevor mode 
might be adopted, the form of government 
would remain the same. The Senate would 
represent the States in thelr sovereign or 
political capacity, no less if the Senators 
were elected by the people of the States than 
it does now that they are elected by the State 
Legislatures. The functions of the two 
bouses ot Congress would remain the same 
and the ratio of State representation 
in the Senate would be unchanged.

Members of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives and United States Senators, as also 
the President of the United States, are, under 
our system, recoxnized as elective officers as 
contradistinguishbed trom those — Federal 
Judges, for example—that are appointed. In 
all elective officers each individual voter bas a 
special interest which itis presumed he bag 
u right to repres at the ballot-box. That 
right, it is sub ted, should not be charged 
with reatrictions which. prevent its full, fair 
and effective exercise. What the citizen is 
permitted to do indirectly and through the 
means of a proxy he should be permitted to 
do directly and in his own right and in bis 
own 

PROPER PERSON, 

One great objection to the present system of 
electing Senators oy the Legislatures of the 
respective States is that the power and right 
of the individual voter are hedged about 
and circumscribed, bis will is manacied, his 
volition paralyzed. He can not vote for 
bis choice. He can not, in fact, vote directly 
at all, but must content himself with casting a 
vote for members of the Legislature who may 
or may not properly represent his wishes in 
the vote they cast for Senator. The system is 
unrepublican, not democratic and vicious in 
allrespects. It carries with it, asl have said 
upon the floor of the Senate, the implication 
that the people, the qualified voters of a State, 
are for some reasonanft for the full exercise 
of the elective franch se in the choice of high 
Government officials,except in a qnalified and 
largely restricted sense. It is in practical 
purpose and effect u declarktion that for some 
occult reason, which is In no way made man- 
fest, it is unsafe and prejudicial to the public 
interests to commit the election of Senators | 
to a vote of the people. 

It wasarefiection upon either the honesty or 
capacity, or both, of the voting class of the 
several States, while its tendency to wound 
the sensibilities of the voter in depriving bim 
of his right as a soverelgn to vote directly for 
his choice and thus in a measure separate the 
people from the choice of the Legisture and 
mar the harmony and unity of feeling which 
ouxbt to exist between the masses of the 
people and their representatives, whether of 
the House or Senate, is manifest to all, 

No system can be properly termed free or 
republican which deprives the individual 
voter of his right to cast bis vote directly for 
the man of his choice, whether it be a State 
official, member of the National House of 
Representatives, United States Senator or 
President. . 

THOMAS H. BENTON 

once said: ‘‘The only effectual mode of pre- 
serving our Government from the corruptions 
which have underm:ned the liberties of so 
many nations is to confide the election of our 
Chief Magistrate to those who are the furthest 
removed from tne influence of his patrosgage, 
that is, to the whole body of American citi- 
zens. 

The same is true as to the election of Sen- 
ators. In the case of the President the 
oribery of patronage muy reach the elector in 
every State While it cannot reach the masses 
ofthe voters. 80, Inthe case of a Senator, 
the corruptions of a wealthy and unserupu- 
lous aspirant for Senatorial honors may, and 
sometimes do, reach and tend to control a 
majority of a small body in a isiature, 
while such a proceeding would be a lutely 
irapossibie were the division left to the great 
mass of the Voters. . 


Another objection to the present system of 
electing Senators is that it occupies so much 
of the time of the State Legislatures and dis- 
tracts them from tne duties which properly 
belong to such bodies, to say nothing of the 
strife, ill-teeling and contention that too 
olten follow necessarily iu the wake of such 
contests, which are frequently carried on for 
notonly weeks but months, and sometimes 


. throughout the whole session,to the great 


detriment of other important public bust 
ness. 

„ et another vital objection is that it is fre- 
quently the case in the selection of mermbers 
of a State Legislature at a time when such 
Legisiature has as one of its duties the elec- 
tion of a Senator every other consideration is 
lost sight of except the sclitary one as to how 
such members will vote on the question of the 
Senatorship.

Although the Senate should be, and in fact 
really is, the roost dignified ad well as the 
most important legisiative body in the world, 
the tendency in pubiie journalism and the 
popular mind 1s to belittle its importance and 
cast the spirit of obloquy over and around It. 
and ite members. ‘bat the impression 
which leads to all this ig, to a very great ex- 
tent at least, not well founded, all in their 
sober senses wiil agree; yet it is a fact that it 
existe, allthe same. Therefore any move- 
ment that looks tothe right ofthe people to 
be heard directly in the election of Senators 
can notbut result beneficlaliv to all concerned 
It will bring the people and the Senate into 
more amicable relations.

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COMMERCIAL COLUMN. 


THE SITUATION IN THE PRINCIPAL MAR- 
KETS CAREFULLY REVIEWED. 


Centinued Streugth the Mest Preminent 
Feature in Wheat—Corn Still Influenced 
by the Weather—Oatse Show No Signs of 
Declining—The Wool Market From «a 
Close Observer“? Standpoint—Ontside 
Markets and Their Condition—Chat 
From ‘Change. 


Wheat had its ups and downs this week, but as it 
sold yesterday fully as high for August and Ic higher 
for December than the figures that closed the pre- 
ceding week, the bulis may be said to have more 
than heia their own. One of the principal features 
of the week was the bear cyclone that struck the 
spot market last Wednesday and knocked sue off 
the price of No. 2 red. Thie was in part due to the 
fact that most of the July option had been settled out 
aud there was no necessity for upholding longer cash 
and July above August. On that day spot No. 2 
went down to S6lgc, and its depression had a 
demoralizing * effect upon the whole market, 
August breaking to sauce and December to Soze. 
Since then it has recovered and shown decided 
strength and bullishness, The demand for the svot 
article improved greatly, the princival buying being 
for J. B. M. Kehlor, the miller, whose purchases 
were heavy each day, and the price was back to 87840 
on yesterday. Considering how light outside specu- 
lation was and how large were the daily receipts, 
the upward move offered strong testimony to the 
strength in the position of the market. During the 
pest week 708,913 bu. was received, this exceed- 
ing the preceding week by 185.743 bu. and the 
same week last year by 106,725 bu. Consider- 
ing, however, that this year’s harvest 
and movement to market is much 
earlier than in 1889, this excessin receipts does not 
cut much ofa figure in speculators’ minds. Large 
arrivais are looked for to-morrow, but it is expected 
that receipts will chop short off very soon, as the 
first run to market is expected to be very early this 
season. Lower river polnd are said to have nearly 
exhausted their surplus. Missouri and Illinois are 
offering no large amounts, and Kansas is reported as 
selling to Texas and other Southern mil lers at prices 
that could not be duplicated by shipping to St. Louis. 
Kentucky and Tennessee have no wheat to spare, R 
would seem. Yesterday Connor Bros. bought 
100.000 du July and August wheat for ac@count 
of miliers located in Kentucky., it was under-

Let 
them getascare across the water over their crops 
and all the most brilliant spring wheat prospects 
ever heard of wiil nut prevent a wild runaway 
market. Complaints come in every now end then 
fromthe Northwest of rust and blight, but the 
general consensus ot opinion in that section is that 
the spring wheat crop isin fineshape It is not out 
of danger yet, however, and unfavorable 
weather might ut a different aspect upon 
its present 00 condition. 1ere is a 
strong bull following in this market and Chicago 
who look for largely hixher prices. Frank Ryan is 
the leader in St. Lous and Oi Hutch’’ in Chi- 
cago. Hutchinson, it is understood, holds a large 
line of long wheat in St. Louis, most of which is 
for December and bought at and below soc.

How Stanley Became an American Citizen. 
From the New York Tribune. 
When an American flag was presented to 


Henry M. Stanley at the reception given to 
him by the Americans In London, a short time 
go, the great African explorer sald that he 
had always considered himself an American 
anda citizen of the United States, butthe 
circumstances under which be became a cit- 
igen are known to only a few. Stanley was 
naturalized in the Superior Court of this city 
May 15, 188. A few days ago Thomas 
Boese, the clerk of that court, told a ne 
reporter the circumstances connested with 
the incident. ‘‘On the date mentioned, 
sald Mr. Boese, the late A. 8. Sullivan came 
into my office and introduced me to a Mr. 
Stanley, who wished to become acitizen of 
the United States. I did not know that my 
visitor was the great African explorer until 
he had been in my offlee some time. Stanley 
told me tnat he always considered himselfa 
citigen ofthe United States, as he nad served 
in the Union army and had been honorably 
discharged. While traveling in Europe, how- 
ever, ne had met an <Awerican gentie- 
man Who had informed him that be must go 
through the forms as provided by statate be- 
fore be became a citizen, and the fact that he 
was an honorably discharged soldier did not 
make bim a citizen of the United States. 
Stanley was about to depart for Africa at that 
time and told me that he had come from Lon- 
don to New York especially to be naturalized 
and that only a few persons knew that he was 
in thiscountry. He éwore and produced wit- 
nesses who swore that he bad always Gon- 
sidered himself a :itizen of the United States, 
so he received his certificate and departed,’’

IT WAS His DUTY, 


Rouif Explains Why He Killed Mr. 


Thiel’s Horse. 


There are some peculiar facts connected 
with the arrest of Dr. A. Bouif some days ago 
on a charge made by Detective Thiel that the 
Doctor had ordered his horse to be shot from 
malicious motives. Dr. Roulf, who is the 
Deputy, State Veterinary for St. Louis, states 
that after being called upon to visit Mr. Thiel’s 
horse at a private stable on Lindell avenue 
be saw that the horse was 
with the ‘‘farcy,’’ a species of gianders, 
He called in Supt. Holmes of the Humane So- 
clety, who, after seeing the animal and agree- 
ing with the doctor that the disease was con- 
tazious and dangerous, ordered him to be

shot. 

Mr. Thiel, the owner of the horse, was ab- 
sent from the city at the time, and the date of 
bia return could not be ascertained. The man 
attending the horse showed several abrasions 
on his hands and said he was afraid to handle 
the horse any longer for fear of blood pvison- 
ing. Upon Mr. Thiel’s return to the city 
he was very anary to find that 
bis horse Bad been shot without consulting 
him and had Dr. Roult arrested. Ihe doctor 
was in jail for three hours awalting J/udve 
Campbell to approve his bond, and now fee's 
very sore over the whole matter, especially 
as he says he can show that six or more horses 
have been shot sines the time he attended Mr, 
Thiel’s borse for the same reason. 

The cases Dr. Roulf gives are: 

A mule on Second Carondelet avenue, near

VOYAGE ON 


An Artist’s Trip With the Last German 
„ Plankten Expedition—The Changes in 
the Different Parts ef the Ocean—Visits 
te the Different Islands on the Way to 
Brazil—Odd Sights and Scenes.

9 WAS an ocean voyage 

T. the real sense of the 

word, upon which we 

started in July last year. 

I myseif, being an artist 

by profession, was only 

a guest of the expedi- 

tion whose object it was 

to dredge the deep sea 

(Plankton, as it 10 

commonly called,) in 

order to Investigate the 

smaller animal life of 

the great ocean, and 

while Iam not at liberty 

to divulge the secret 

gleanings from that ocean trip, they being 

about to be published in another form, lam 

at liberty to speak of varied experiences and 

adventures and of the things as they pre- 

sented themselves to me through my individ- 


passing through two iron rollers, while a 
second cable was fastened to a sianting mast 
which held the net. This mast was turned 
outward and the netsank into the depth be- 
low all the way from 200 to 5,000 meters. Small 
bundies of sargassum came floating toward 
us, and swallows, which the wind had driven 
out of their course, rested their tired wings 
on our deck—the unfalling sign that land was 
near. These birds were so exhausted that 
they permitted us to take them in our hands. 

On the 6th of August Bermada hove in sight. 
Wetook aboard our negro pilot, and in a 
cautious zig-rag Way steered through the 
coral reefs into a Darrow bay, so narrow that 
we feared almost to enter it, But we got 
through allright, and found ourselves sud- 
denly in a small river lined on both sides 
with rocks covered with s © vegetation. 
Another turn and a wide, broad basin spread 
before us. We were in the yellowish-green 
waters ofan iniand ses, and before us was 
St. George, our anchorage place. ee 
where we saw magnificent gardens and the 
most luzurlous vegetation, oleander groves 
in full bloom, banana plantations, palms of all 
descriptions, among them the proud, beantiful 
royal palm, while om the other side expanded 
the broad ocean- sheet with its barren, pointed 
coral rocks, on which many a wreck was 
lying, stretching its rusty ribs warningly trom 
out ot the deep. At Hamilten as well as 
everywhere else on the isiand, the houses are 
painted a dazziing white, and here, too, just 
as at St. George, the barbor is strewn with 
many wreeks. One thing struck me as very 
peculiar, I. e., civilization and the most 
Primevai originality go side by side. The 
ships and boats look just as they do in En- 
giand, and yet over the same waters a negro 
comes sailing along im a square box, which he 
bas provided witb a triangular sail. He him- 
self sits In the center of the boat at the mast 
and steers the rudder with his toes.

ual artistic horoscope. We started in the fore- 
noon of a pleasant July day, and before we 
returned had made an ocean voyage of 15,700 
pautical miles. 

Early in the morning of the 19th of July we 
passed the Hebrides and now we were in the 
ocean. The waves were calm and beautiful 
and the motion of the ship was all that could 
be desired. From nowon ourscientific men 
began thelr fishing, and with it came long 
stops. 

From now on we were constantly on the 
lookout for ice, moreover as the whitecaps 
Came in from the southeast, indicating that 
heavy storms must have raged along the 
banks of Newfoundland. The boat rocked so 
flercely that it interfered seriously with the 
fishing process; nevertheless some interesting 
catches were made, among them charming 
sea-nettlies and slender, transparent radio- 
lites. 

On the sch of July, ice hove in sight; the 
atmosphere was gray, foggy and pregnant 
with rain. I watched impatiently for things 
that were to come, for to behold the far North 
was one of the chief inducements that 
prompted me to make thls trip. Atfirst I was 
greatly disappointed, forthe ice clods were 
no larger than I bad seen in our northern 
rivers. But the aspect soon bega to change, 
great blocks of ice came swimming toward 


us and as we advanced northward they as- 
sumed ail kinds of grotesque and peculiar 
shapes and an iceberg floated by which looked 
so wopderfully strange that 1 ound not re- 
frain from sketching it—an old man who had 
fallen asleep in a chair and was frozen to 
death. Despite the prévaliling

there was a display of color now and then, 
particularly around the foot of the icebergs 
and the ribs of our ship, where apriiliant 
green predominated. The icé now came so 
thick and fast that we dared proceed no 
further, and I was not to see Greenland after 
all, which, enveloped in dense fog, was close

We changed our course and steered in a 
eoutnerly direction straight toward the Banks 
of Newfoundland, and now tbe ice disap- 
peared and the ooean was calm and beautiful 
once more. For two successive nights the 
Olar light was visible, giving us a last creet- 
— before our departure for the South. It 
was a powerful, intense light of a silver- 
green tint, which spread from north to 


eation of the negro at Bermuda, too much al- 
most, for she is to-day compelled to keep a 
garrison of a thousand men on the Island, in 
order to retain her mastership. As a whole 
the country is very fertile and could yield 
much more than it does, if it was properly 
and diligently cultivated. The chief com- 
mercial products are potatoes and onions, all 
of which are shipped to New York; in fact the 
island is by nature much more American than 
anything else and is a favorite resort for the 
rich people of the United States. 


Several deep bays cut tuto the island, and 
in these our scientific gentiemen enjoyed a 
greatdeal of fishing.

ished when over night we had drifted into 
the northern trade winds, which biew quite a 
rale and threw our little ship about consider- 
ably. Ata distance of ninety nautical miles 
from Cape Verde we stopped sink the lead 
and found a depth of 4,000 meters. The large 
iron net was sunk 5, meters deep, so that It 
dragged behind for about 800 meters length. 

On the 27th day of August we passed along 
the island group of Sau Antonio with St. Vin- 
cent im sight, A large bay sheltered by the 
projecting isiand San Antonio forms the coal- 
station of 8s. Vincent. As we entered the 
bay our eyes. were met by the sightof the

in a silhouette of such grand and powerful 
proportions. 

The islands are all of volcanic origin and 
make a dismal impression upon the looker- 
on, and only the painter’s eye is charmed 
with their reddish-brown color, their impos- 
ing forms and the lofty solitude of their barren 
wails of rock. St. Vincent, as well as the 
entire island, is dry aud shadeless. The peo- 
ple bere are much more supple of IImb and 
graceful of form than theinhabitants of Ber- 
muda and their color comes nearer the choc- 
olate brown, 

The streets are dazzlingly bright, with here 
and there a smail stunted palm-tree, which is 
boxed in, in order to keep the donkeys from 
®ating all there is of it. The haughtiest of 
these paims stands at the entrance to the 
‘‘spring-house,’’ but even this is only balf as 
large as her yoluptuous sisters of Brazil. 
Water is a rare article here, and I am told that 
sometimes no rain falle for ears. San 
Antonio furnishes the island with fruit. 

From here we steamed toward San Jago. 
This island lies about aday’s distance from 
St. Vincent and is the most seuthernm of this 
scattered island-group. Here, teo, We an- 
chored ina bay which is not without its dan- 
gers, however; itis notsheltered at all and 
the ships dance terribiy before the anchor. At 
the least sign ofan approaching storm every 
beat hurries out into the open sea. This 
island also makes a dull impression. We 
made adonkey trip over the country and 
were horrified upon turning into a 
valley, which was asdry asa cinder. The 
bed of the brook along whieh we rode was 
lixe bone-dust and the water which we 
dropped on a stone sizzied like grease upon a 
hot griddle. Our perseverance, however, 
was richly compensated, for suddenly there 
spread before us the most voluptuous tropical 
laudscape that my eyes ever beheld. The air 
was 

HUMID AND BALMY. 

We partook liberaliy of the delicious fruits, 
which quenched our thirst better than any 
beverage would have done, with 
the exception of the refreshing cocoa- 
nut milk. ave never had it 
served to me as fresu again, for one of our 
negro attendants scaled one of the giant 
palme and threw the nuts down to us. We 
crossed this magnificent valley and soon came 
into another voicanic desert, until a second 
oasis was reached, where we halted again, 
taking a large amount of fruit with us. 

We left San Jago on the Zlst ot August and 

roceeded towards Ascension, and ten days 
ater the tall craters of the island became 
visible. As we had only a day’s halt we 
started on the following morning for a visit of 
the Green Mount an. This island was 
even more barren and dry than St. Vincent; 
everything was dead. From a high plateau 
of black lava and reddish-yellow stones rose 
the ancient craters, which have been silent 
for thousands of years. The peculiar red- 
dish coloring and the uniform, coneshaped 
outline of these craters give them 
x rather monotonous appearance, 
The shrubs, which the sun has 
bleached white and which scarcely ever pro- 
duce a green leaf, enhance the death-like sol- 
itude. Even files and insects have fled from 
this desolate region. The hand of man is 
visible only in the little white houses which 
mark the water conduits through which water 
is led down from the Green Mountain. Not 
without reason is this 2, 800 feet high hill called 
„Green Mountain.“ After traversing the 
hot, stony roads its green is doubly refresh- 
ing. And what a green it is! Although it

A PARA FISH-WOMAN. 


The heat at Bermuda was excessive and only 
at Para in Brazil did we experience another 
such broiling sun. 

On the 10th of August, early in the morning, 
we raised anchor and steered straight across 
the ocean and the Sargassum Sea toward 
Cape Verdi. The weather was delightful. Our 


‘course was east-southeast, whieh we 
changed to direct east, 30 as not to 
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south, and now and then licht- green 
columns shot from the horizon to the zenith, 
where er paled and disappeared from view. 
On the following day we came to a part of the 
ocean called Red sea. Round about the 
water seemed as though suffused with blood. 
Aclose inspection explained the wonderful 
phenomenon; mililons upon millions of in, 
finitessimaliy smal! crabs called ‘‘cope es 
were distributed in numberiess schools ail 
through the water. In the brador Stream 
we came across the surprising sight of a 200. 
foot-long and 60-foot-high iceberg of the most 
dazzling white floating in the Diue waters of 
the ocean. We coursed around ft, and 1 
photographed and painted it. The weather, 
which had been lovely up to thie time, turned 
completely around as we reached the Banks 
of Newioundiand. famous for their 
dense fogs, and our apprehensions 
in that respect were thoroughly realized. 
Presentiy we have passed the northern iati- 
tude and ship end crew assume a tropical ap- 
pearance with our entrance into the gulf- 
stream. Weare in the blue sea. Everything 
that I have called **biue’’ before does not de- 
serve this name, for this is the only blue that 
I have ever seen, not deep iike indigo, but 
light like cobalt. 
Wich the uniformly pleasant weather in the 
if stream—it was after the end of August 
fnere came also uniform work and deep-sea 
d ing was Jen regularly. Our dou- 
ble plaskten st“ was used a great deal, 
but it was tto handle and our fisher- 
mon discarded it for the single net. We car- 
ried w immense wire cable :

et too soon into the trade winds. 

u the famous Sargassum Sea a great deal of 
dredging and fishing was done. On the 19th 
of August we came across Our first shark. We 
were lying quietiy at anchor industriously 
fishing when he came upon Us with a majestic 
swoop, circting aroupd our ship, accompa- 
nied by a pilot (a small fish), which goes with 
ulm canstantly and imitates all hig move- 
ments. Our attempt to catch him proved 
abortive and the 
wee MONSTER FLED 
ack into the deep. 

The bundies of seaweed, which we had al- 
ready met in the gulf stream, grew much 
larger as we advanced upon the Sargassum 
Sea. We soon came upon large surfaces of

ries, but imag 
close examinat 
plant was alive W sea-crabs, sea-needies 
and all kinds of fsb. he reason bef 
we did not see these animals at first ie, tat 
they accommodate themselves to the color of 
the berb which they inhabit, so that they are 
ted st the 
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rains but seldom here its summit is always 
fringed with a humid cloud and the mest 
superb tropical vegetation decorates its brow. 
From here the 200 people who live on the 
isiand are 
SUPPLIED WITH FRUIT; 

here graze the cows, that furnish the milk, 
which is measured out to every inhabitants. 
There are no natives here. The population 
consists of the garrison, which is relieved 
every four years. I believe fully, that Eng- 
land does not know herself, what she wants 
with this island. It coste the government 
annually £50,000. Once it was decided to 
abandon it, but the order was rescinded atthe 
last moment. 

On the following day we salled away, and in 
our course took in tle solitary isiand of Fer- 
nando Noronba. The peak can be seen ata 
great distance and is the landmark of the 
piace. It stretches from out of the ocean like 
a thumb bent backward, and the nearer we 
get to it, the more pecullar it looks. This 
Island is also of volcanic origin, but muoh 
more fertile than the others which we bad 
seen. The Brazilian criminals are transported 
hither. There are about 1,500 of them, 
with women and ehildrem together 
about 2,500 souls, who are under 
the supervision of 500 soldiers, 
six officers and a covernor. They are free in 
every respect, except that they must report at 
roll-call, morning and evening. There is no 
danger of their flight, for no other ship 
touches these shores outside of the Govern- 
ment steamer. The fishermen go out in the 
ocean in hand-made vessels called catama- 
rans. This primitive craft is made of two 
logs tied together, with a foot-stool for a seat, 
before which a basket is placed, into whieh 
the fish are thrown. In these wretehed crafts 
the men venture six miles out on the ocean, 

Weare at last approaching our destination, 
the Brazilian coast. Almost motionless the 
ship glided over the smooth waters, which 
scarcely a ripple disturbed. Under our can- 
vas roof it grew intensely hot. The sun stood 
In the genith, for we sailed nearly oa the 
equator along the primeval forests, which 
lined the shores. The city of Para was lying 
before us with imposing majesty, the large 
cathedral adorning the silhouette. After a 
few days’ stay at Para, the leader of our ex- 
pedition decided on the homeward journey, 
and the melody of ‘‘home,’’ which captivates 
the sea-farer, was no less welcome to us after

LIFE ON A HOUSE BOAT. 


A PLEASANT WAY TO PASS THE HOT DAYS 
OF SUMMER, 


How to Fit One Up asd How te Live— 
There Need Not Be Much Expense At- 
tached to the Building of Such a Craft 
—It Is Ne Place for Children Whe Can’t 
Swim. 


ing read Mr. William 
Black’s The Strange Ad- 
venture ofa House Boat’’ 
who have not dreamed that 
life in one of these floating 
cottages would be very 
pleasant, and in point of 
fact a house boat Is one of 
the most delightful resi- 
dences for the summer 
months, provided always 
one can get at alake or 
river of some size on which 
to float it. The particular 
charm about the craft is 
that it may be moved from 
place to place, and that 
when one is tired of cer- 
tain surroundings it is 
merely tripping the anchor 
and bringing the cables aboard in order to 
find new scenes with the charm of novelty. 
To get full pleasure from a summer in a heuse 
boat, then, find your river or lake first. 

It the former be selected, and it you can 
conveniently make arrangements, it is well to 
bave the house boat built at some distance up 
the stream. One of these crafts is about as 
difficult to move as is an ordinary canal boat, 
and poling it or rowing it or towing it against 
the current is a weariness to the flesh. Onthe 
other band, to move down the river is exeeed- 
ingly easy, for it demands nothing more than 
a row boat in which to passa rope ashore to 
bring the house boat up standing at any time. 
Then, too, the cost of building the house boat 
in a village is rarely so great as the same 
would entail inacity, and, as any carpenter 
can build one, there is no reason why it 
should not be put together at such a pointas 
will make the summer have the least hard 
work mit. 

If, on the other hand, you find it neces sary 
to build near the mouth of the river, have the 
boat towed up by a steam launch, or in such 
other way as you may select, and so make one 
job of this part of the business. The voyage 
on board will be found to be very pleasant, 
and the n rapid—it would de an 
absurdity to speak of any movement of a 
house boatas 3 actually rapid —view of the 
river going up will contrast charmingly with 
the leisurely progress down the stream. 

On a lake the house boat may be moved by 
aequare sallwhen the wind be fair, or you 
and your friends may get into a row boat and 
tow the thing, says the New York Press. It is 
the part eof wisdom on these occasions to 
volunteer to steer the house boat while 
allowing your visitors to tow, and young 
bachelors have deen found to be wonderfull 
useful at such times. It isamaziag how muc 
work may be got out ot them if there be any 
pretty girison board, who unite a desire to 
save your arms with alittle tact. Of course 
there are those who have steam launcbes of 

heir own, andtothem the problem of mov- 
Ing ie no problem atall, bu’ this article is 
written for people who have not very much 
money to spend, and who are anxious to ges 
all they can out of it. 

On many lakes there are launches or tugs 
which may be hired for a day to move the 
house boat about. On canals, and many of 
the canals in this country And their way 
through lovely scenery, an old horse, or bet- 
ter yet, if you have or can borrow one, a pony 
can tow the house boat easily. The expense 
is not great, and a very delightful summer 
may be passed traveling 9 in this way. 
Still the canals are apt to be infested by mos- 
quitoes, and on general principles the river 
or the lake are to be preferred. 

Building a house boat is of all things one of 
the easiest. — fixed on the size you 
want, you bave a heavy scow built of inch 
and a half clear lumber. All the joints should 
be smeared with tar before the planks are 
spiked together. In thisscow—bow and stern 
should slope up well above the water line—a 
platform about eighteen inches below the top

A large oil stove furnishes the best of all cgok- 
ing apparatus fora house boat, ag itis safe 
and no chimney is needed. A large sheet of 
zine should be nailed down fora stove seat, 
and above the stove should be tbe hooks on 
which tbe pots and pans are nase. In arrang- 
Ing the kitchen you cannot do better than to 
get your wife to indicate the places for shelves 
and lockers or hooks. At one end of the 
kitchen, and preferably on the right side of 
the boat, a small toilet-room is built. 

The house boat on ariver should always be 
moored withthe bow down stream, as it is 
then in the proper position for a start at any 
time. This may be easily done if, when _— 
wish to tie up, vou run outa stern line fret 
and make it fast. A necessar part of the 
equipment fs the gangplank, which rests on 
the outside walk and has one end on sbore. A 
block and tackle to the mast or flag pole will

To-morrow morning two wagons will be 
loaded by Mr. Breen and sent out to sell ice at 
half a cent a pound wherever it is wanted. 
This echeme has been in contemplation ever 
since the success of the initial undertaking at 
Union Market was assured. It is now no 
longer amatter of speculation as to whether 
or not ice can be sold at 80 cents a 


hundred with a reasonable profit to 
the dealer. N is it a matter of 
conjecture as to what extent the 
people will patronize the inauguration of 
such a scheme. Both questions have been 
settied. Mr. Breen bad a big trade yesterday. 
Three extra men were in the Union Market 
stall cutting and weighing the ice as fast as 
the orders came in. Becoming satisfied with 
the profit attending the venture, Mr. Breen 
during the morni swired North for five car- 
loads to be deliv ted by Monday morning, as 
he has also under consideration a contract for 
from five to twenty car-loads per day for the 
remainder of the heated term. It is more 
than probable that this contract will be closed 
within the present week. 

The delivering scheme will, of necessity, be 
somewhat limited as tothe territory covered 
for the first few days. To-morrow only those 
residents and dealers in the peighborbood of 
Union Market can ve served. As fast as pos- 
sible more wagons will be engaged, and in a 
week or ten days it is expected the residents 
in the outlying districts can be served at their 
véry doors. In the meantime an extra 
effort wiil be made to nl all 
orders left at the market mevent that the 
customer will provide means of tran#rporta- 
tion. A number of suburb grocers, saloon- 
keepers and thrifty householders have 
already formed agreements by which each 
member in succession will take bie turn at 
seeing to the delivery of all the ice wanted by 
his co-laborers in the good cause. Cheap ice 
seems to be assured for the summer.

ST. LOUIS HASGIVEN THIS AWAY TO TEX 
STREET RAILROADS. 


Hewthe City Has Presented Cerporaticns 
With Franchises Which Have Doubled 
and Trebled the Value of the Property 
Held by Them. The Use of the Public 
Streets Given Away Instead of Sold— 
Culpable Disregard ef Citizens’ Rights. 


St. Leuis Has Given Away to Street Railread 


$24,000,000. 

This statement can be easily proved by fig- 
ures, and the figures talk. They are given 
below and every St. Louisan should read and 
consider them. It may be too late to undo 
the past and gather up even any 
fragments from the lost and given 
away millions, but it is not too late to insist 
on the giving-away process being stopped. 
The Council is taking astep inthe right di- 
rection in the matter of the franchises sought 
after by corporations desirous of laying tracks 
across the elty from north to south. To sell 
the privilege tothe highest bidder with the 
necessary securities is the proper course, and 
end one which will be generally ap- 
proved. St. Louis has been alto. 
gether too liberal in giving away privileges 
and franchises. The C., B. & Q. road recently 
offered the Transfer Co. $400,000 for ite fran- 
chise. The offer was refused, because the 
ofners knew that it was worth far more than 
that sum. Why should the city have given 
away so large a sum, or, rather, the power to 
realize so large a sum in addition to legitimate 
earnings on capital invested? 

The reckless manner in which street railroad 
franchises have been given away can only 
be realized by a careful study of some of the 
actual figures. The difference between the 
present values of the stock and bonds of any 
road and of the value of track, equipment 
and plant ot the road shows what the fran- 
chise is worth, or, at least, to what extent 
the franchise under which the road is oper- 
ated has increased the value of the invest 
ment. 

THE COST OF STREET RAILROADS. 

The cost of construction varies not only 
according to the motive power intended to be 
used, but also according to circumstances. A 
horse car line is the cheapest to construct. 
Light raiis can be used, the ties need not be of 


very close together.

costs more. First there is a power-nouse to 
be taken into account. then heavy rails must 
be used, and the road-bed must be a good one 
or it will give way quickly under the heavy 
weight of the cars running over it ata high 
rate of speed.

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PARA DING WAITERS, 


THE STRIKERS MAKCH THROUGH THE 
PRINCIPAL STREETS OF THE CITY. 


They Pass in Review Before All the Dewn 
Town Restaurants and Hotels—Hisses 
and Curses fer the Nen-Union Waiters 
in the Windows—An Amusing Iacident 
en Olive Strart—The Situation. 


HREE bundred waiters 

paraded the down-town 

streets yesterday after- 

noon to the music of 

two good brass bands, 

in an endeavor to show 

their strength and prove 

the sobriety of their 

class when out on a 

strike. They presented 

a fair appearance and 

attracted considerable 

a attention. The line of 
march was begun at Fourth and Valentine 
streets about 5 o’clock, and the procession 
was headed by two of the executive 
committee acting as grand marshals and a 
military brass band. The column proceeded 
north to Clark avenue and west to Broadway, 
so as to pass the Delmonico Restaurant, which 
refused to sign the agreement. The strikers 
continued north on Broadway. The proces- 
sion was madeupof the military band, fol- 
lowed by twelve open carriages containing 
six men each and 160 white waiters, two 
abreast, followed by Williams’ colored band 
and sixty colored waiters, who also 
had representatiyes in the carriages. 
The strikers continued north on Broadway to 
Market street, passing Faust’s and Schweit- 
zer’s, restaurants which are also boycotted. 
The lineturned down Market to Third and 
over Third to Pine, 80 as to pass Helery’s res- 
taurant, in front of the Merchants’ Exchange, 


and Girardi’s restaurant on Pine street, where 
cheers were given and the band played to 
honer the only restaurant-keeper in the city 
who has signed the agreement. The 
procession turned south on Fourth 
street and west on Chestnut street 
to give the proprietors of the Commercial 
Restaurant, between Fourth and Broadway, 
an opportunity to see the men who walked 
out of the place walking in the ranks. The 
men cheered and waved their bats in passing, 
but made no remarks of an unfriendly nature. 
The strikers were very orderly and behaved 
themselves like gentlemen until they passed 
Milford’s restaurant, On Sixth street between 
Pine and Olive street. 
THEY HISSED THE NEW MEN. 

The waiters who had taken the strikers’ 
places seemed to cours their disfayor and 
vile remarks as they stood in fronts of the 
house in the full regulia of a waiter and 
smiled sardonically, This was more than the 
sweltering marchers could stand. They 
hissed and pointed at the ‘‘scabs,’’ but this 
made them only smile the harder. Nettled 
at the coolness some of the strikers began 
shouting ‘‘scabs! scabs!’’ emphasizing it 
with ‘‘d——p seab’’ ——-—-—— — cab. ‘The 
marshals had promised to maintain order in 
the ranks when the permit wie issued to 
march in the street, and they rushed down 
the line shouting for order and quiet. The 
men obeyed and marched on, 

The most amusing inciaent on the line of 
march occurred in front of the Dellieatessen 
on Olive street. Two cable trains crossing 
Eighth street at the same time and stopping 
caused a halt in the ranks and the strikers 
massed in front of the restaurant. An in- 
spiration seized the leader of the band and 
the instruments played a tune which was 
understood at the first blast of the bass horn. 
It was a suggestion to the young giris 
who took the strikers’ places to have their 
ourla trimmed. Moser’s Hotel was the next 
point passed where a demonstration was 
made and then Kozier’s Hotel on Thirteenth 
and Olive, The line of March continued so as 
to take in the Grand restaurant, 
the Lindell Hotel, the Merchants’ lunch 
rooms, the Famous on Morgan near Sixth, 
Nagie’s on Seventh and &t. Carles, asd a 
restaurant on St. Charles near Fourth. The 
procession then returned to the starting point 
and disbanded. The strikers did no more 
than make remarks at the places passed that 
were Obnoxious to them, and no one left the 
ranks to do vielence at amy point. 

AT THE HOTELS. 

The situation at the bete's and restaurants 
in regard to the service remained unchanged 
last night. The watters remained out, 
and the hotel preprietors and restau- 
rant keepers were unanimous in their 
deciaration thet neither now nor at any 
future time would they signthe agreement 

resented to them by their former employes. 

he dining-reoms both at the Seuthern 
and the Lindell were closed, and arrivais 
‘were informed that they could have 
accommodations on the European ples only. 
A few waiters remained at cach hotel, who 
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None are sold. They are given complimentary to our want patrons. 
A committee of gentlemen will have charge of the floor and see that order and decorum

HOTEL KEEPERS FIRM, 

The hotel men are Ormin their determina- 
tion to yield nothing to the waiters. Manager 
Lewis of the Southern is at present 
in the East, but as soon a8 he 
heard of the trouble sent Aa tele- 
gram instructing Acting Managér Livingstone 
to stand firm. Later in the day a dispatch 
was received fiom J. Russell Alien giving in- 
structions that nothing at all should be 4 eld- 
ed, and stating that he would close the house 
and sell it before he would give intothe de- 
wands of the waiters. 


THE ST. LOUIS CENSUS. 


An Arrangement Prebable That Will De the 

City Partial Justice. 

Fv Telegraph tothe Post-DisPatcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., July 19.—‘*‘It will be 
two weeks,’’ sald Special Agent Hiner at the 
census office to-day, before the St. Louis 
police census, or s0 much of it as not ¢num- 
erated by the Government, will be verified 
by the special agent detailed to perform that 
duty. The agent will have to go from house 
to house as the police census shows 
and ascertain if the parties returned 


reside there and respond to their names. Be- 
sides the names enrolled by the police there 
are others coming in every day by mall to the 
census office. These go through the same 
mili as do the others. They are first looked 
for on the schedule of Maj. Weigel’s enumera- 
tor, and if not found, sent West to the special 
agents for verification, then returned duly 
certified, to be counted as part of the legal 
population of the city.’’ 


Citizens’ Cemmittee Meeting. 


Messrs. Case and Bell baving returned from 
their trip to Washbinaton in the Interest of fair 
play for St. Louis in ber census returns, a 
meeting of the Citizens’ Census Committee 
was held at the Mayor’s office yesterday 


morning. Theresult of the personal appeal 
made to Supt. Porter at national 
headquarters was fully discussed, as was the 
success which had attended the making of the 
police recount. Mr. Bell gave it 
as his opinion * that nothing 
whatever would have been done for St, 
Louis had not the police books with their 
17,000 names been sent on. The incomplete 
Weigel report would have been accepted and 
recorded as representative of St. Leuis’ 
growth. 

Both Mr. Case and Mr. Bell felt assured that 
no Government recount wonld be made. A 
scheme which amounts to exactly the same 
thing was proposed to Supt. Porter, who 
agreed. to further it. In the fret 
place all names in the police books 
not found in the Weigel returns will be added 
to the official count. Again, all new names 
which are sent on by the Oitizens’ Committee 
will be equally well treated. What is almost 
as important, too, is the probability that a 
special agent will be appointed by Supt. 
Porter in order that the revision will 
be directly in the hands ofan authorized 
Gevernment representative. In view of this 
fact a telegram was sent to Supt. Porter and 
to Secretary Noble, which read ag follows: 

‘*The Citizens’ Census Oommittee of St. 
Louls recommend the appointment of George 
Bain as Special Agent to represent the Census 
Department in the revision of the enumera- 
tion.’’ 

Mr. Bain’s work, in case the appointment is 
made, will be that of verifying the names 
sent back from Washington after a careful 
comparison is made with the Weigel returns. 
A special committee consisting of Mesars. J. 
BR. Base, Marcus Bernheimer, Leverett Beil 
and August Frank was appointed to supervise 
the recelving of omitted names, and the for- 
warding of such names ta the headquarters 
of the Census Departmest. It now looks as 
though the original Weigel report of 428,000 
would be at least 30,000 short.

LABOR NEWS. 
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The Striking Freight Handlers—Switchmes 
on a Strike—Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drspatcn. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 19.—The railroad situa- 


tion in this city is getting more and more 
complicated, To-day the striking freight 
handlers on several roads refused to return to 
work upon a haif-way compromise by the 
companies, The men claim that railroad 
traffic will be entirely suspended by Monday 
unless the company accedes to their demands 
for higher wages.

TION OF THE SIGBTLESS.- 


Systems of ‘‘Peint Writing’’ in the Jack- 
sonville (In.) Oenvention — New York 
Point Wins Again—Biind Girls in the 
Kitchen — Using the Phenograph — Fre- 
gress of One Year. 
ACKSONVILLE, III., 
J July 1.—The deie- 
gates tothe Conven- 
tion of the National 
Association of Edu- 
cators of the Blind, 
which was held in this 
city this week, left for 
their homes to-day. 
The oonvention con- 
cluded Friday was in 
spite of its very heated 
discussions and fac- 
tional warfare as in- 
teresting and valua- 
ble to the educators 
asany gathering they 
have ever held. These national conventions, 
like gatherings of other kinds of professional 
people, must have a certain sort of fight in 
them. The great cause of war among the ed- 
ucators of the blind ies the systems of point 
printing for the blind. Books are printed is 
three sorts for the blind. For one the 
Roman letters are used. the 
being larger than that used 
printing for seeing persons and instead of 
printing with ink upon the flat paper, the 
type embosses a raised letter on the page 
which the biind person can read by touch. 
RAISED LETTERS. 
In order to read this raised letter by touch 
the fingers must be very sensitive, and if the

uind person has through hard work 
with the hands lost that sensi- 
tiveness he cannot read at all. 


Louis Braille some sixty years ago invented a 
system of point writing for the blind. Raised 
points are made on paper with a pencil in 
combinations which express letters and 
words. This point writing is easily read by 
touch, even though the Angers have 
lost by the growth ot callous from 
hard work, the sensitiveness necessary 
to reading the line printing. _Brailld’s 
system was introduced into this country in 
the Missouri Schoo! for the Blind, at Nine- 


teenth ana Morgan streets, and Dr. Jobn T. 
Bibley, the superintendent of that institu- 
tion, is its most active champion. 

m. R. Waiteof the New York Schoo! Is 
in part the inventor and altogether the cham- 


lon of another system of point writing 
nown as the ‘‘New York point. 
He has endeavored to secure 
the introduction of his system 


into every echool for the blind in the country. 
been great, but he has not 
entirely wiped out the champlious of Braille. 

Congress some years ago passed a law 
authorizing 

AN ANNUAL APPROPRIATION 

of $10,000 for the aid of the American Printing 
House for the Blind, which is managed by tbe 


superintendents of the various schools 
for the blind through an official 
board During all the years this 


appropriation has been available the advo- 
cates of Dr. Waite’s New York point system 
have been in the control of this publishing 
house, and have prevented the printing of 
auything in the Braille point system. The 
Brailie advocates have only been able bya 
combination with the adyocates of line 


rinting to prevent the expenditure of 
he entire appropriation for New 
York point printing. As i is, books 


are printed for distribetion among the insti- 
tutions in New York point and line. Several 
institutians contraſled by Braille advocates, 
among them zue Missouri, have made a prac- 
tice of taking part of their allottment of 
Printed matter in line printing and the re- 
mainder in blauk paper. Being equipped 
with presses and type they were able to con- 
vert the blank paper into books for the blind, 
printed according to the Brailie system. 
QUESTIONS OF CONTROL. 

In the Jacksonville convention the Braille 
advocates made their usual fight for more in- 
fluence in the. Publishing-bouse Board, and 
they were again defeated by Dr. Waite and his 
supporters. 

But this did not prevent the factionists 
uniting to make the convention decidedly in- 
teresting in other lines. Since the 
establiehment of the first school for the blind, 
in Paris in 1784, there has been constant pro- 

ress toward the enlargement of their field of 
— In the beginning the effort was 
limited to teaching blind children only such 
things as would enable them to take a part of 
the burden oftheir care off their guardians, 
and make their own lot more cheerful. The 
teachers grewin knowledge asthey wenton 
with their work, and found the bonds 
of the possible in the acquirement of the 
blind constantly extended. Now, there are 
no branches of learning closed to the blind, 
and every vear some teacher discovers some- 
thing new for the hands to do. 

* The progress in handicraft for the blind has 


enabled the men to become _ self- 
supporting. Trades have been found 
that they oan readily learn, 


and in which they are able to earn more than 
a support. But how to make the giris inde- 
pendent has beena problem and remains a 
probiem. 
THE NEW YORK SCHOOL 

has deen working at it and showed in the con- 
vention that it had made more progress than 
All the other schools. There biird giris have 
been taught to cook. A model kitchen 
Was prepared and competent instructresses 
secured. The girls became after a time 
quite proficient la all branches of cooking, 
and thelr work was soexcelient that on the 
expiration of their school terms several giris 
secured excellent homes that would not have 
been open to them had they not been so deft 
im this work. 

Dr. Sibley, in a paper on Our Girls,’’ read 
before the convention, thought it quite within 
the bounds of the possible to teach 
biind girlie all branches of housework, as 
well asthe sewing, embroidery, „te., which 
they now learn. The exceptionally intel 
gent giris acquired such knowledge of music 
and other branches that they make compe 
ont teachers and fit themselves ina number 
of ways for self-support. It is for the girl of 
ave intelligence and even the stupid girls 
that the teachers are trying to find profitable 
occupation. 

Most of the men educated in Missouri and 
surrounding States become broom-makers. 
When the time comes for them to leave the 
Institution they go into the country or into a 
mall town and there 

MANUFACTURE BROOMS. 
Th cannot compete in the cities with the 
machine-made brooms, but are very success- 
ful where the machine-made article is nota 
competitor. 

Formerly in Wisconsin the blind men were 
taught carpet weaving almost exclusively, as 
the demand forrag carpets throughout the 
Northwest was large and they were certain of 
considerable employment. Now broom mak 
ing is more profitabie there. In the South 
basket making is the best trade forthe blind 
man, and it is taught in the institutions. 

Teachers think the list of trades too small 
and are trying to fing others for blind men, 
but little progress has been made. 

Dr. Sibley of the M’ssouri School and Dr.

Commandant of both companies. Master 
George Newton is Captain of the Broom 
Brigade and acting captain of the boys’ com- 
pany. Master Oliver Todd is First Lieutenant; 
Master George Rawder, Second Lieutenant, 
and Master Fred Detrich, Orderly Sergeant. 
The officers of the Broom Brigade will all be 
girls except the Captain, Master Newton.

The organization is yet 20 young 
that the young girl officers 
are yet undecided as to plane. The boy and 


girl companies are subject to much of the 
same military rule, and the uniforms will cor- 
respond as much as possible in tint and de-

sign. Permits were issued by Mayor Noonan 
allowing the girls of the Broom Brigade to 
Griilinthe pubile streets from Twenty-sev- 


enth and Washington avenue to Thirty-first 
street. Their drilis will occur at intervals 
only, as the girl soldiers prefer practicing 
maneuvers in the hall, as less public. The 
uniform of the military ladies consists of 


a skirt of blue brilliantine, with 
bands of white braid running the 
width, and falling only above the 


ankle; they are made 830 as to allow per- 
fect freedom forthe steps (one of which will 
be a thirty-two inch step); they will wear 
white blouses and Zovave jackests of blue, 
caught by four brass buttons; the sleeves of 
the blouse will be full and wide so as to allow 
full freedom tothbearms. Their caps will be 
modeled after those of the regulation 
United States soldiery. Just why they are 
called the Broom Brigade is not quite clear, 
as the brooms will be Danished and the 
Piywouth airguns used instead by the little 
ladies. This innovation in the accouter- 
mentofthe brigade is an ides of Mr. Newton, 
who has also arranged some especial 
tactics. The young capiain first learned 
military tactics under Prof. J. W. Hail, 
principal of the Pope School, under whom be 
served as First Lieutenant during the Uenten- 
nial parade. The dispensing with brooms isa 
strong point in the favor of girlie driiling. It 
isa wellestablished fact that girislieara to 
drillwith much more rapidity than boys or 
men. They grasp the technicalities with de- 
cidedly more ease, and they learn all the tac- 
tics before men or boys accomplishthe frst 
few steps. Heretofore the brooms gave a silly 
effect to really good companies, and the sub- 
stitution of the alr guns will be a valuable aid 
to the military air of the young soldiers. The 
permit of the Mayor for the boys’ drilling 
nliows them. to drill in the public streets from 
Twenty-seventh and Chestnut streets up 
Chestnut to Thirtieth, and across streets and 
down Locust to Twenty-seventh. Their drill 
will take place twice a week—Wednesdays 
and Saturdayse—when the weather permits. 
The unlforms of the boys have blue pants 
with the United States stripe, white flannel 
shirts with white web belts. They will carry 


patent leather oartridge boxes on one side, 
and use rifies. The caps are modeled pre- 
cisely after. those of the United States 


militia. The officers of the company will wear 
similar suits, the only addition veiling a sword; 
a splendid affair of that kind being especially 
designed and made forthe young aspirants 
for military fame, a prominent St. Louis itm 
having taken in charge the entire outfitting of 
the boys’ company. The Upton tactics will 
be followed by the boy soldiery. The young 
people are desirous of estabiishing a strong 
organization and becomeone of the crack 
companies of the West. They are full of pur- 
pose, energy and ambition, and well up in the 
military rule. They expect to drill 
at the Exposition during the 
fall, and to astonish the people by their fine 
exhibition of military skill. They will decide 
upon permanent headquarters early in the 
fail. In the meantime applications for admis- 
siod into the company are being made and 
received at 2634 Ollve street by George Newton 
on Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays between 
4and6o’ciock on the evenings of the three 
days.

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THE OUTLOOK NOT ENCOURAGING FOR THE

Result ef Recent Experiments With Beets

10,700 acres, against 6,800 acres last year. In 
order to determine the 
the industry, blanks were sent out to all 
sugar companies in the State, aleo to points 
where the erection of new plants was con- 
templated. During the winter there 
were « number of townships 
where new sugar plants were contemplated, 
and in some instances bonds were voted under 
the sugar act passed by the Legislature of 
1889, but owing to various causes the projects 
have all been abandoned for the present. and 
there will be no new sugar factories bullt for 
operation im the State during the coming sea- 
son, except tne rebuiiding of the Topexa 
plant. The department says that at the pres- 
ent time there are eight companies in the 
State preparing to manufacture sugar this 
year, viz., at Fort Scott, Topeka, Medicine 
Lodge, Ness City, Attica, Liberal, Arkalon 
and Conway Svrings. The sorghum crop in 
the eastern part of the State is reported by 
the department to be in much better con- 
dition in every way now than atthe same time 
last year. 

The department makes quite an encourag- 
Ing report concerning the beet sugar branch 
of the Industry, which is entirely new in Kan- 
sas, the first experiments baving been con- 
ducted last year. In the report it says: 
The Kansas sugar men are advancingsiowly, 
but we think surely, in this branch of the in- 
dustry. In 1889 there were less than five acres 


of beets raised lu the State and converted into 


sugar;this year there have been 200 acres 
planted, principally by the company at Medi- 
cine Lodge; the balance is divided in small 
lots by four ofthe other companies as an 
experiment. The creation of new industries 
for Kansasis one of great importance, aud 
there is encouragement to believe thatthe 
manufacture of beet sugar will ultimately be 
successful. The reports are so far favorable 


tothe condition of the crop. 
says that more than two thousand applica- 
tions have been made from Kansas tothe 
Agricultural Department at Washington tor 
seeds of the sugar beet, of which several tons 
have been imported

ANTI-ORIGINAL PACKAGE LEGISLATION.

We demand of Congress such speedy leg- 
islation as will permit the State Governmente 
to have full, complete and exclusive power 
to regulate, control or prohibit the mwanufac- 
ture, sale and use of intoxicating liquors 
within the borders of each State. The assump- 
tion by a federal Judge that he has power to re- 
strain the local officers of a State, whose duty 
it is to investigate alleged violations of the 
statutes of a State, from 
any euch investigation, is not only in direct 
violation of of Congressional legislation, but 
is at once destructive of our local judicial sys- 
tem. Itisagiaring departure from tbe early 
practice of the Federal Judiciary and it is an- 
tagonistic to the universally conceded theory 
that the State authorities are supreme within 
the sphere of their action. 

THE NEW WESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

The construction of the new Methodist Uni- 
versity, which is to be established here, com- 
menced yesterday. It will be a magnificent 
structure and the largest univerity building 
in the West, costing not less than $600,000. It 
will contain, as shown by the plans just com- 
pleted, twenty lecture rooms, twenty pro- 
feasors’ studies, two society rooms and a 
chapel tnat will seat 1,800 people.

It is hoped to reach a 
decision that will be acceptable 
city and company alike, when the city 
will come in possession of the creek and be 
able by a system of flushing during the sum 
mer season to protect the city from packing- 
house drainage. Suit has been brought 
against the packing house to enjoin them 
from operating on the charge of interfering 
with the health of the city, No one wants the 
packing houses shut down, doing away with 
the live stock market here, which bas been 
built up within the last year or two, 
and yet it is generally recognized that 
the drainage question ig a most serious 
one and the present condition injurious to the 
healta of a partofthe city, The Arbitration 
Board will probably be able to report the re- 
sult of its — . — to the Council in 
session to-morrow evening. No little interest 
isshown in the ratter as the welfare of the 
packing interests and the health of the city is 
concerned. 

RANGE CATILE.

EADVILLE, July 19.

WORK ON THE SILVER BELL. 

The Silver Bell Co. of St. Louis and Kansas 
City, principally, is getting on quite fast with 
their shaft. Itis now down about 40 feet on 
the first contract for 100 feet, and the progress 
will be much more rapid ere long, as the man- 
agement here are negotiating for the pur- 
chase of a very fine drill, which will be amply 
sufficienttosink its shaft at least 150 feet.

ore body, with every chance of success. 

The Matchless mine is doing about the same 
and shipping some sixty tons of ore per day. 
A drill hole has been put down In a portion of 
this property, which, after passing through 
some two hundred feet ofr limestone, bas got- 
ten into a thick black mass, the nature of 
which bas notas yet been determined. The 
entire property is looking extremely well and 
if the stuff met with Inthe core of the diamond 
drill proves to contain ore a shait will be sunk 
at tha: point. 

WATER IN THE HAYDEN. 


The ore body upon which the lessees 
on the Hayden shaft of the May 
Queen are at work having been 


found to have passed into the Big Pittsburg 
ground, and any further exploitation of that 
property having been preciuded by the 
amount of water lu the lower workings the 
lease bas been surrendered. This is not well, 
though itis possible that the company may go 
down the shaft and develop the sulphide body 
known to exist in the bottom. Heavier ma- 
chinery and a pumping plant will be required 
for this purpose, but it is very probable that 
tne now famous ore chute of the Henriett and 
Maid mine passes through the May Queen. 

In the new Roberts shaft of the Evening 
Star some very fine lead carbonate has been 
encountered, while the argentiferous iron ore 
body is holding out finely. This carries an 
excess of manganese and is desirable for the 
purpose of making steel, contracts for which 
have been made. 

The Catalpa and Crescent are also filling 
large contiacts with steel works both at 
Pueblo and in Chicago, and are shipping 
almost seventy tone per day. In addition to 
thissome fine aiiver-iron ore is being mined 
and shipped, particularily from the Crescent 
ground. 

The Horseshoe district is attracting a con- 
siderable amount of attention just now. anda 
deal of new work is going forward in that seo- 
tion, while the older properties, the Peerless 
Maud, Hill Top, Chance and others are doing 
better than ever. The mill of the Chance mine 
is running full time on the ore from the Hill

Then it 
will be removed and the sinking resumed. 
Adams is doling splendjdly right now, and 
when this shaft is dows fo the ore chute will 
do much better. If the Big Chief sinking goes 
as fast, they have reached a depth fifty feet 
below the last report. 

Castle Vein has not commenced to sink as 
yet, but is engaged in prospecting the ground 
atthe 600-foot level to catch the same iron 
found at that plane in the Catalpa and Cres- 
cent.

For many 

years previous to its formation the rumblings 

and murmnrs of discontent had been heard 

among machinery molders in all parts of the 

country against the prevalent system of or- 

ganization, which consisted of what was 

known as the Iron Molders’ Union of North 

America, and included all working at the iron 

molding business, irrespective of the fact as 

to whether they were machinery, stove or 
hollow-ware molders. 

THE ‘‘REASONS WHY’’ CIRCULAR. 

It was felt that the interests of machinery 

molders were not served by the Iron Molders’ 

Union, many questions of vital interest being

favorable to the proposition of forming an 
organization for machinery molders. 

A temporary organization was effected in 
February, 1883, and in June the organization 
was made permanent. The following circu- 
lar issued at the time sets forth very clearly 
the causes which led to the establishment of 
the brotnerhood. Id was knownas the 
reason why’’ circular, the reasons being: 

Because there is no real harmony between 
the two branches. 

Because the machinery molders, being in 
the minority, have little or no voice in the 
government of the present anion. 

Because three-fourths of the strikers are in 
the atove plate shops. 

Because after twenty years of existence, we 
have little or no benefits attached to our 
union. 

Because we want superannuation, death 
benefit, accidental fund, sick allowance. 

Because we are opposed to piece work, 
which is a real curse. 

Because the stove plate molders turn out 
twenty or more apprentices to our one. 
„Bucks“ are taken on the floor and in a year 
or so turn out full-fledged molders. It needs 
no argument to show thatthisis a detriment 
to the trade. 

Because we are tired of supporting strikes, 
many of which might be avoided. 

OPPOSED TO STRIKES. 

The last reason is still regarded as an Im- 
portant one. The Brotherhood is 
largely a co-operative association 
for the benefit of members and strikes are not 
popular. No local union can strike without 
the consent ofthe parent body, and such con- 
sent cannot be obtained without adequate 
cause being assigned. 

The second convention was held at Milwau- 
kee in 1884, andthe third at the same city in 
1886. Littie was doneatthis session, the old 
officers being re-elected. Shortly after its ad- 
journmest signs of discontent became visible 
in some of the local brotherhoods, anda call 
for a special convention was circulated by De- 


trait No. 1 among the local brotherhoods, 


which resulted in an adverse vote, the ma- 
jority voting against it. 

The discontent, however, increased, sev 
eral of the brotherhood being dissatisfied at 
the siow progress made in the work of build- 
ing upthe order, and refusing to pay any 
more money into the treasury of the later- 
national brotherhood. 

Harmony was, however, restored, and at 
the fourth convention, at Detroit, in 1888, 
everyone was enthusiastic about the outlook 
forthe future and pleased at the progress 
made. John A. Peston wasre-elected Presi- 
dent, and Henry Claymier of Milwaukee, 
Treasurer, with an Executive Board composed 
of P. J. McNamara of Indianapolis, A. Walker 
of St. Paul, and Jos. Stewart of Philadelphia. 
Since then a large number of new brother- 
hoods have been organized, and the order 
that, at the opening of 1888, consisted of four 
brotherhoods and less than 200 members, has 
now fifty-seven branches and in the neighbor- 
hood of 8,000 members, and is still growing 
as rapidly as its executive officers have any 
desire to see it increase.

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THE DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND THE BRIGHTS 
OF CITIZENS. 


Chief of Police Harrigan Explains the Prin- 
ciples of Law en Which Arrest, Detestien 
and Search Are Based—When Citizens 
and Officers May Use Weapeons—The Club 
and the Handcufis in Law—A Great 
Many Things One Should Kaew. 


yan CITIZEN should be as 


familiar with his rights as 
an officer should be with 
his duty,’’ sald Chief of 
Police Lawrence Harrigan 
at bis office at the Four 
Courts yesterday. Dally 
occurrences educate an 
officer who serves fifteen 
or twenty years, but citi- 
zens often don’t know 
their rights or duties in

B emergencies and may be 
placed in undesirable posi- 


tions some time by young and inexperienced 
officers. I have recently received a little 
book on the subject containing a brief state- 
ment ot the law, and if Ilwere called on to 
delivera lecture on the subject 1 don’t know 
that I could make a better presentation of the 
legal points and principles. It u by a man 
named Hawley, whose views are backed up 
by decisions of the courts of various States. 
He defines an arrest and lays down the prin- 
ciples of arrest as follows: 

By an arrest is meant the taking into cus- 
tody of one person by another so that the per- 
son arrested becomes the prisoner of the 
other. The question of whether a person has 
or bas not been arrested is often a very 
serious question. Ifa person has been ille- 
aally arrested he msy bring criminal action 
for assault or sue for damages for false Im- 
prisonment. In such cases every person or 
corporation procuring or instigating the 
arrest is equally liable with the person mak- 
ing the arrest. It is often important to dis- 
cover for what purpose the arrest is made. 
A person is bound to submit quietiy and 
peaceably to a lawful arrest. Should he 


escape he is liable for an additional and a 
separate offence which is known as an escape, 
and can be punished for it even if he sbould 
not be convicted on the charge for which ne 
was arrested. 

There is no arrest where a person is not de- 
prived of his liberty, and simple words do 
not constitute an arrest, and although 
manual seizure is not always necessary, some 
sort of personal coercion there must be. Any- 
thing which subjects one person to the con- 
trol and will of another is an arrest. An of- 
ficer effects an arrest of a person over whom 
he has that authority by laying his hand on 
him forthe purpose, even though he may not 
stop or hold him. 

To make an arrest lawful it is necessary 
that the person arrested should know that the 
one making the arrest has the legal authority 
to do so. He may learn this by seeing the 
uniform or badge of office, by being detected 
in the commission of offense, or dy being 
pursued from the scene of bis crime, 

If a person becomes cognizant of the 
officer’s authority it ils not necessary to show 
or read the written warrant, The rule for 
showing tue warrant is not Inflexibie. In 
some cases, such as felonies, where no war- 
rants are Issued, orina breach of the peace 
committed lu view of tae omeer, It is obvious 
that no warrant is necessary, but in cases of 
misdemeanor the officer must have the war- 
rant on his person or in bis possession, as the 
person arrested has a right to know whether 
the arrest is legal or net. In every case 
where a warrant is necessary the officér must 
on demand show his warrant, if he can do 
so witrout risking the loss of bis prisoner. 
If the officer could safely show his warrant 
and refused to do so, the person he is trying 
to arrest is justified in resisting. The right of 
the person being arrested is always subord- 
inate to theright of the officer to make the 
arrest. 

A BREACH OF THE PEACE. ; 

Any affruy, riot or assault or disorderly 
drunkenness is a breach of the peace and un- 
der some circumstances a noise which attracts 
the public can be so called, as for example 
the wanton discharge of frearms ina wong 
The forcible breaking of a door of a lodger in 
a lodging house in the exercise of a elaimed 
right to pass through the room is heid to bea 
preach of the peace. Disturbing a religious 
meeting is also a breach of the peace. Pub- 
liciy exhibiting an obscene picture or public 
exposure of the person justifies a summary 
arrest without process. ‘ihe arrest by a po- 
lice officer of one who is attempting by force 
to prevent the servants ofs municipality from 
laying pipes on a street in front of his resi: 
dence, for the purpose of connecting with a 
private drain across his premises through 
which to discharge drainage from the city, is 
lawful withouta warrant. 

A special officer or policeman in making an 
arrest without warrant for a breach of the 
peace or violation of an ordinance, can not 
act outside of his jurisdiction. 

lf a felony has, in fact, been committed, an 
arrest may be justified by a private person 
without a warrant, whether there was time to 
Obtain one or not; the distinction between an 
officer and a private person is; an officer is 
justified in arresting anyone that be has 
reason to suspect of being afelon, even if it 
should turn out differentiy. A private person 
is not justified unless the felony bas bees 
actually committed. If a felony has 2 
been committed, the private person is j 
fied in arresting one he bas good reason to 
suppose is guilty of the feluny, although the 
— * arrested should afterward prove lano- 
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no right to intervene by arrest; except to

& private citizen owes no duty in the way 
bringing offenders to justice. He does owe 
duty to assist in preserving the public peace 
and safety.

THE RIGHT TO SEARCH. 

An officer has the right to searoh the person 
arrested for certain purposes. He has a right 
to search for daugerous weapons which the 
Person arrested may have about bim, and 
which might assist him to escape. He has ~~ 
a right to seareb fer stolen mon ‘ 
or property, for counterfeit money, 
lottery tickets or other things, the possessiog 
of which is unlawful or whieh may afford evi- 
dence upon which the offender may be tried, 
Such things he may take and keep se long as 
necessary to answer the purposes for whick 
they were taken, but he bas uo right to keep 
from the person urrested money, Valuabies oF 
papers which are not charged to huve been 
stolen and which do not furnish evidence 
agalnst the prisoner. Should it be done the 
court would restore the property. I is heid, 
however, that the right of search does not In 
clude the right to make a compulsory pliysical 
examination for the purpose of getting 
evidence againet the risoner. Conse- 
quently, where * o male prisoner 
was examined against her will 
by physiciansto ascertain whether she had 
recently given birth toa child, the evidence 
was rejected upon the trla upon the groun 
that this was compelling her, in violation of 
the Constitution, to give evidence against 
herself. 

Although the law Is believed to be at present 
as stated the question cannot de considered 
settled. There is bigh authority in favor of 
the proposition that there is nv violation, 
of constitutional rights to make a compulsory) 
Physical examination of a prisoner. In on 
case it was hela that an oflicerwho had ars 
rested a man for the larceny of growing corm. 
violated no right in requiring the 
prisoner to take off bis shoes 
and put his foot jinto a track 
which was found In the corn fleid and to tes- 
tify on the trial to the correspondence be- 
tween the prisoner’s foot and the track, Ig 
another where it appeared that the amin 
ing magistrate had compelied the prisoner to 
make his footprints in an sa it waa 
held competent to prove that these footprintg 
corresponded with those founc on the prem- 
ises where a murder had been committed, 
And in another that the court had a right to 
compel a prisoner on trial to bare his arm 
and exhibitsome tattoo marks which were 
important In fixing his identity. 

After an arrest the prisoner must be 
taken before a * without 
unreasonabie delay. pon this 
there is no difference in the 
between arrests with and without a war- 
rant. Every warrant commands an officer to 
bring his prisoner before the mayistrate who 
issues it, to be dealt with according to law. 
In cases where the law authorizes an arrest 
without a warrant, the duty of the person 
making the arrest is the same. He must bring 
lis prisoner as soem as he reasenably can be- 
fore a magistrate who has authority to hear 
complaints and issue warrants for the offense 
of which the prisoner is accused. If he 
delaysthis unreasonably he becomes a tres- 
passer and is guilty of false imprisonment 
even thoughthe original arrest were lawful. 
But ifa person is intoxicated when arrested 
he need net be brought before a Magistrate 
until he gets sober, even thougha Magistrate 
is sitting at the time oftbe arrest. But it an 
officer has made an arrest op a reasonable 
suspicion of felony without a warrant,and his 
suspicion vanishes, he may discharge the per« 
son arrested without bringing him before a 
Magistrate. No inflexible rule can be lald 
down as to what is a reasonable time. This 
must depend on the circumstaices of the 
case. When the arrest is authorized by a 
statute which requires the person arrested to 
be brought before a magistrate tue officer is 
Hable for false arrest if he discharges the 
"som tg before bringing hjm before the Mag- 
st 


rate. 
EBXEMPTION FROM ARREST. 


A foreign embassador or other envoy, who 
is a representative of bis country, is not 
amenabie to the laws of the conntry to which 
he is accredited. He is consequently exempt 
from arrest on any charge whatever, even the 
most heinous. And this is equally true of all 
his official household, and by the statutes of 
the United States it is a serious offense to 
make an arrest in violation of this immunity. 
But no such privilege attaches to the office of 
Consul. The members of Congress during at- 
tendance at session and going and oom 
therefrom, are exempt from arrest, exce 
for treason, felony or breach of the 
peace. A.similar immunity is found 
most of the State constitutions for members 
of State legislatures, and they extend this 
immunity toelectors while u attendance a8 
or in going to or coming from the polis. This, 
so far as crimipal arrest ies concersed, 
amounts to exewption from all misdemean- 
ors except breaches of the peace.
